Suburb drug use less than Chicago—but plenty available

There are fewer hard drug users in the 


suburbs than in Chicago, but don't kid 
yourself that drugs such as LSD and 
POP, a horse tronqullizer, are not avail- 
able in the suburbs, a drug enforcement 
administrator said Thursday. 


John R, Battels, administrator of drug 


enforcement for the U.S. Department of 
Justice, said availability and traffic of 
illicit hard drugs in the suburbs is a 
widespread problem but remains some- 
what less than in urban areas. 


Bartels' comments came at a day-long 


seminar sponsored by the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration (DEA) at the 


Palmer House in Chicago. The confer- 
ence was attended by law enforcement 
officials from throughout the Midwest. 


BARTELS SAID drug availability in 


Chicago's surrounding suburbs "comes 
and goes In spurts" and is not as con- 
stant as markets in major cities. 


"There are a lot of users in the sub- 


urbs but they're using different types of 
drugs," he said. "There are more heroin 
addicts in the city who use it seven days 
a week'than there are in the suburbs." 


The illicit drugs used most by subur- 


ban youths include LSD; PCP, a horse 
tranqullizer that sells for about $500 an 
ounce; barbiturates; 
marijuana, now 


selling for about $100 to $150 a pound or 
50 cents a joint; and hashish. Bartels 
added that one of the biggest problem 
drugs in the suburbs is amphetamines — 
including clinically produced metbam- 
phetamines which would cost about $600 
an ounce on the street. 


"These are less addictive drugs that 


are used in the suburban areas," he said. 


BARTELS POINTED out that many il- 


legal drugs are trafficked through junior 
high and high schools and was critical of 
"a great number of school adminis- 
trators who like to ignore the drug prob- 
lem and the fact that there are drugs 
floating round their schools." 


Until several years ago narcotics were 


penetrating the suburbs from dealers 
working totally from the central city 
areas, Bartels said. But more recently 
dealers are making huge profits from the 
drug trade in the suburbs. 


Jerry N. Jensen, DEA regional direc- 


tor for the Chicago area, said the close- 
ness of O'Hare Airport and the network 
of highways connecting the Northwest 
suburbs affects the availability of drugs 
here. 


He said Chicago transportation facil- 


ities are used frequently to smuggle 
drugs in from other countries as well as 


to distribute them to other cities. 


DESPITE TIGHT security at customs 


in the airport "there's still no way, with- 
out a total search, that you're going to be 
able to intercept all the drugs being 
brought in," Jenson said. 


Airport smugglers are using "every 


conceivable means" to bring in drugs, he 
said, mentioning the case of one who at- 
tempted to smuggle cocaine stuffed in- 
side a hollow bowl. He said it would have 
gone through customs if not for an alert 
inspector. 


Airport smugglers also make use of 


people who have no criminal records to 
circumvent customs officials who carry 


lists of people who might attempt to 
smuggle drugs, Jenson said. 


BARTEL CITED statistics showing a 


drop over the last year in the average 
age of a first-time user, from a range in 
the early and mid-20s to as low as 14 
years old. 


In addition to peer group pressures 


that influence adolescents to use drugs, 
he said parental influence can also in- 
duce use by children. 


"Parents have to live a life that's not 


so hedonistically out for a bigger high," 
he said referring to the heavy use of al- 
cohol and prescription drugs by adults.

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Despite growing use by residents 
Village bus expected to lose 
even more money this year

The Wheeling village bus is expected to 


lose increasing amounts of money this 
year despite a major growth in the num- 
ber of passengers, according to Village 
Mgr. George Passolt. 


Last year, the village lost about $28,400 


on the bus operation. Passenger fares 
and advertising brought in only $4,600 
while it cost about $33,000 to operate the 
bus. Passolt would not estimate how 
much it may lose this year. 


These figures do not include the cost of 


purchasing both the village bus and the 
shuttle bus. Including the payments 
made on those purchases in 1973, the to- 
tal cost of running the bus was about 
$41,000. 


Passolt said he expects these costs to 


continue rising in 1974 unless the village 
gets a subsidy from the state or from the 


Regional Transit Authority. "I would 
guess that, yes, the costs would be high- 
er this year than last if we do not get 
financial aid," he said. 


Despite the fact that the number of 


passengers has nearly tripled, Passolt 
said the revenues collected from this in- 
crease will not significantly affect the 
cost of operation. 


PASSENGER FARES range from 25 


cents for adults to 10 cents for children 
and senior citizens. A two-week survey 
conducted in April showed that more 
than 69 per cent of the passengers are 
children, while 15 per cent are senior 
citizens. 


This means that about 84 per cent of 


all bus passengers pay only the 10-cent 
fare. 


Many local children take the bus to 


school in the morning from areas that 
are not covered by regular school bus 


Ex-trustee Valenza faces 
bribe sentencing today 


Former Wheeling trustee Michael Va- 


lenza is scheduled to be sentenced today 
in U.S. District Court for conspiracy to 
commit extortion. 


Valenza faces a maximum penalty of 


20 years imprisonment and a $10,000 fine. 
During sentencing before U.S. District 
Court Judge Bernard Decker, the U.S. 
Attorney's Office will make known the 
extent of Valenza's cooperation with the 
government. 


Valenza pleaded guilty Feb. 28 to con- 


spiring with Wheeling Building Director 
William Bieber to extort $1,700 of furni- 
ture from Wickes Inc. The guilty plea 
came after the U.S. Attorney's Office 
agreed to drop a second charge of ex- 
tortion against Valenza. Bieber has 
pleaded not guilty to the charge. 


Valenza is one of six former and pre- 


sent Wheeling and Cook County officials 
Indicted Jan. 31 following a year-long 
federal grand jury probe into shake- 
downs of Wheeling developers. 


JASON BELLOWS, Valenza's attorney, 


said Thursday he will argue for a light 
sentence because of his client's coopera- 
tion with the government. White Bellows 
would not elaborate on the nature of Va- 
lenza's cooperation, he said his client 
had agreed to do "whatever the govern- 
ment desires" when he pleaded guilty to 
the lesser charge against him. 


Sentencing originally was scheduled 


for April 2, but was delayed so the gov- 
ernment could determine the extent of 
Valenza's cooperation. 


Valenza is the first of the six indicted 


officials to.be sentenced. James Stavros, 
former Wheeling Township Democratic 
committeeman, also has pleaded guilty 
to extorting $92,000 from three Wheeling 
developers. He is scheduled for sentenc- 
ing June 4. 


Bieber, Valenza's codefendant in the 


case, is scheduled to begin trial Monday 
for extortion, conspiracy and perjury. He 
faces similar charges in three other 
cases now pending trial. 


Today's sentencing is scheduled for 10 


a.m. at the Federal Building in Chicago. 


service. Administrative Asst. M. 0. Hor- 
cher, who conducted the survey, said the 
number of children using {he bus Is even 
higher than reflected in the study since 
St. Joseph-the Worker School was closed 
during one week of the survey. 


Passolt said that with the present pas- 


senger fees, the village can not expect to 
make up much of the cost of bus oper- 
ation. "At the rates we are charging we 
will obviously not make money on it," he 
said. "I think the only way the costs are 
going to diminish really is if we were to 
reduce services. Your major cost is go- 
ing to be your drivers." 


The manager, however, said he views 


the cost of the bus operation in terms of 
the service provided to the citizens. He 
noted that in the -past three months, the 
bus has carried more than 2,000 passen- 
gers each month. 


PASSENGER FIGURES for May are 


expected to put the total number of 1974 
riders above the number of residents us- 
ing the bus during the entire year of 
1973. Last year, the bus carried 9,735 
passengers. During the first four months 
of 1974 operation, the bus system handled 
8,761 passengers. 


Figures on the cost of operation for the 


first four months of 1974 are not avail- 
able. This financial information was not 
included in a report to the village board, 
which showed the substantial increase of 
passengers. 


In the report, Passolt attributed the 


passenger increases to the addition of the 
shuttle bus service, which is used to 
transport passengers from shopping cen- 
ters to their bus stops. 


The report also did not mention that 


with the purchase of the shuttle bus, the 
village also added salaries for drivers of 
that vehicle. 


PASSOLT SAID he does not expect the 


village to make any major decisions 
about whether to retain the bus service 
until die bus has been in operation for 
three years. 


"At the end of three years we are go- 


ing to have to decide how much we are 
willing to spend on a transportation sys- 
tem," he said, noting the three-year peri- 
od will be needed to reach a plateau in 
the growth of the village. 


The village is using federal revenue- 


sharing funds to defray the initial cost of 
the bus service.

Stormy, but only Dimhurst hit by floods 


While many streets throughout the 


Northwest suburbs were under water 
Thursday, Wheeling said only the Dun- 
hurst subdivision was much affected by 
the heavy rains. 


About 1% inches of rain fell on the vil- 


lage by noon, most of it in a downpour 
between 7 and 8:30 a.m., according to 
Public Works Director Larry Oppenhei- 
mer. 


Oppenheimer said there was some wa- 


ter in the streets in the Dunhurst area 
Thursday moring, following the storm. 
Streets most affected, he said, included 
E. Wayne St., Bridget Place, Woodland 
Drive, Cedar Drive and George Road. 


Some flooding on S. Wayne Street and 


S. Dennis Road was also reported by Vil- 
lage Mgr. George Passolt. 


SOME RESIDENTS of Tahoe Village, 


Lakeside Villas, Mallard Lake and VIP 
apartments were without eleotricial pow- 
er for a short period after lightning 


struck a power line on Hintz Road about 
8 a.m., just east of Buffalo Grove Road. 


The line was repaired and service re- 


stored about 9 a.m. and was the only 
power disruption in the area, according 
to Commonwealth Edison Co. spokes- 
men. 


Passolt said no residents reported hav- 


ing flooded basements Thursday, but 
several calls were received about sani- 
tary sewer backups. 


"The MSD sanitary interceptor 
is 


loaded. That's not uncommon with this 
type of rain," the village manager said. 
He attributed the problem to the infil- 
tration of stormwater into the sanitary 


One auto accident believed to be 


caused by the toreential rains was re- 
ported about 8 a.m. at the intersection of 
Wheeliing -and Hintz roads. Ruth Doyle, 
16 Oakwood Dr., Prospect Heights, was 


taken to Holy Family Hospital, treated 
and reused. 


The National Weather .Service was 


forecasting "lots of rain" late Thursday 
afternoon for the next several days. A 
severe thunderstorm watch was in effect 
for all of Northern Illinois. 


Passolt said although the effects of 


Thursday morning's storm on the village 
were minimal, he could not predict how 
well flood prevention measures would be 
able to handle the additional rains ex- 
pected. 


"It all depends on how fast it comes 


down," he said. 


PASSOLT NOTED, however, that the 


village just cleaned sewer grates this 
week and added that the Buffalo Grove- 
Wheling Drainage Ditch and local reten- 
tion basins are still in pretty good shape. 


The village manager said the usual 


flood watch is in effect, with village em- 
ployes checking trouble spots whenever 
they are able.

sessors. But fie believes that they must 
be appointed by local officials after dem- 


onstrating their qualifications. 


Then all should be made responsible to 


the same elected official — perhaps the 
county assessor — so that uniform as- 
sessment procedures would be followed 
throughout the county. 


Legislation on appointed assessors is 


being studied in Springfield, and it is apt 
to meet stiff opposition from elected as- 
sessors throughout the state.

North Vietnamese forces spearheaded 


by assault tanks Thursday captured a 
South Vietnamese district capital deep in 
Communist-held territory. All of the 3,000 
civilian residents of Dak Pek and its 570 
defenders were reported Wiled, wounded 


Field reports indicated all the troops 


and a least some of the civilians in an 
attempt to reach the nearest government 
lines, 60 miles to the south at Kontum, on 
foot. Government forces were out- 
numbered by 10 to 1 as the North Viet- 


namese attackers were estimated at 
more than 5,000. 


IN NORTHERN Ireland, a burst of 


rifle fire killed a young mother in Bel- 
fast's Roman Catholic New Lodge Road 
area Thursday night.

With 
neither side strong enough to score a clear-cut victory, the 
Senate was forced into accepting a hastily packaged com- 
promise. The action came one day before the 20th anniversa- 
ry of the Supreme Court decision outlawing school segrega- 
tion. 


Vote permanent vice president home 


The Senate voted yesterday to provide an 81-year-old man- 


sion, surrounded by 72 acres of landscaped property, as the 
permanent home of future vice presidents. The measure 
would designated a home on the grounds of the Naval Obser- 
vatory in a fashionable part of northwest Washington to be 
the permanent vice presidential residence.

Four young black men already in custody were indicted 


yesterday in the random "Zebra" killings of whites which 
terrorized San Francisco for five months. Indicted on charges 
of murder, robbery and assault were: Manuel Moore, J. C. 
Simon, Larry Green, and Jessie Cooks. All but Cooks were 
arrested in a massive dragnet by police May 1. 


Fireworks may be sold until June 17 


The Consumer Product Safety Commission has announced 


that its ban of firecrackers and its tougher rules for the 
manufacture of all other fireworks will take effect on June 17. 
The commission said all fireworks — but not firecrackers — 
could be sold until June 17 but after that would be subject to 
the new regulations. It remained to be seen whether all vari- 
eties of fireworks will be able to meet the new safety rules 
and thus remain on the market. 


Standard stations open Sundays in Ohio 
Standard Oil Co. announced yesterday that all its company- 


owned gasoline stations in Ohio will be open Sundays starting 
May 19. Company owned stations and most Ohio dealer sta- 
tions have been closed on Sundays since Dec. 1.

Paul 
Halverson, 29, and Cynthia Garvey, 26, had been granted 
immunity from self-incrimination by U.S. Dist. Judge Alfonso 
Zlrpoli, but refused to testify. 


Auditor general post hits stalemate 


The selection of a $40,000-a-year Illinois auditor general to 


oversee state spending was stalemated yesterday. The 12- 
member legislative audit commission could not muster the 
eight votes needed to recommend a candidate who must be 
approved by two-thirds of the General Assembly. The state 
constitution made the post of 10-year duration to free it from 
partisan politics.

Israeli warplanes Thursday bombed, 


rocketed and strafed Palestinian refugee 
camps and other targets in southern 
Lebanon and the outskirts of Beirut in 
two separate attacks. It was retaliation 
for the Arab guerrilla attack on the Is- 
raeli village of Maalot in which 30 per- 
sons, including 18 schoolchildren, died. 


Lebanese police sources in Damascus 


said first estimates were that 21 persons 
were killed and scores wounded in the 
raids on the camps at Ain Helweh and 
Nabatiyeh and that another eight persons 
were killed and 64 wounded outside the 
camps — a total of 29 dead. 


Prime Minister Golda Meier had hin- 


ted at massive reprisals Wednesday 
night when she vowed Israel would "cut 
off the hands" for the attack on Maalot. 
The casualty toll was the highest from 
any such raid inside Israel. 


In Washington, the White House de- 


cried the "continuing cycles of violence" 
in the Middle East. 


In Cairo, Egyptian Foreign Minister Is- 


mail Fahmi warned Israel that its at- 
tacks against civilian targets in Lebanon 
will have "the gravest consequences." 


Secretary of State Henry A. Kissinger 


resumed his shuttle diplomacy between 
Israel and Syria after postponing his 
scheduled flight to Damascus Wednesday 
because of the Maalot attack. Kissinger 
has been trying for the past 19 days to 
help work out a cease-fire and a military 
disengagement on the Golan Heights 
where artillery and tanks dueled Thurs- 
day for the 66th day. 


Meanwhile, in the upper Galilee town 


of Safed, Israelis buried 18 of their chil- 
dren Thursday in a mass funeral cut 
short by uncontrolled grief, threats of 
violence against two top Israeli officials 
and shouts for revenge against the Arab 
guerrillas who caused their deaths. 


Nearly 10,000 persons came to mourn 


the teenagers killed in the Maalot attack. 
The plain wooden coffins, each draped in 
the blue-and-white Star of David flag of 
Israel, were slipped into the chalk-cov- 
ered earth in a rock-strewn cemetery on 
a 'hillside below the town of Safed. 


Israeli warplanes returning from the 


reprisal raids into Lebanon roared over- 
head as the funeral services broke up.

Briefs say Nixon didn't know 
Jaworski: plumbers on own 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Watergate 


Prosecutor Leon Jaworski has concluded 
President Nixon neither knew of in ad- 
vance nor authorized the 1971 burglary at 
Daniel EHsberg's psychiatrists's office, 
court papers indicated Thursday. 


In lengthy briefs, Jaworski stressed 


repeatedly that the White House "plumb- 
ers" unit that carried out the raid had 
acted illegally on its own and he referred 
to their operation as "a warrantless tres- 
passory break-in and search that had not 
received the prior approval of the Presi- 
dent or the attorney general." 


He emphasized that Nixon himself has 


disavowed prior knowledge, and noted 
that none of the six men awaiting trail in 
the case has disputed that claim. Ja- 


worski accused the defendents of seeking 
to "justify a warrantless break-in done 
without the knowledge, much less ap- 
proval" of Nixon or then-Atty. Gen. John 
N. Mitchell. 


Jaworski said the demand by Nixon 


Chat White House leaks must be stopped 
"whatever the cost" referred to a gener- 
al situation, not a specific mandate to 
burglarize Ellsberg's psychiatrist's of- 
fice. 


His briefs were filed in response to 


claims of the defendants that the raid — 
conducted on Labor Day weekend of 1971 
at the Beverly Hills, Calif., office of Dr. 
Lewis J. Fielding — was justified on na- 
tional security grounds, pursuant to Nix- 


on's orders to plug "leaks" of sensitive 
documents such as the Pentagon Papers 
made public by Ellsberg.

Washing the steps of Cicero — with pride. 


Tinderbox in the 6th 


Waiting for a bus to Schiller Park.

They are communities with character, 


an abounding spirit and profuse pride. 


Cicero is one of them. It's the troubled 


home of crime syndicate thugs, anti- 
black stone throwers and Bohemian 
women who still get down on their hands 
and knees to wash the sidewalks in front 
of their 'houses. 


Oak Park is another. Hemingway lived 


there. So did Frank Lloyd Wright and as- 
tronaut Joseph Kerwin. The townspeople 
talk about a commitment to racial diver- 
sity while at the same time debate the 
merits of a quota system. 


River Forest is a third. Palatial es- 


tates stand out in the village ranked 13th 
on the socioeconomic scale. Tony Ac- 
cardo is its most famous resident. 


Add Maywood with the legend of the 


late Fred Hampton and the basketball 
champions from Proviso East. And Ber- 
wyn, where a 20-year-old building is con- 
sidered new. And Rosemont, Bensenville, 
Schiller Park and Franklin Park, hun- 
ched over in the polluted path of O'Hare 
Airport. 


THE RESULT IS A reapportioned 


mishmosh known as the 6th Congression- 
al District of Illinois. About half a mil- 
lion people live there and comprise what 
probably is the most colorful and fasci- 
nating melting pot outside Chicago. More 
Italian-Americans live in the 6th than in 
any other congressional district in the 
state. And there is a generous mix of 
Germans, Czechs, Poles, Blacks, Catho- 
lics and others. It is a suburban area 
with the look of a big city. 


Because of all this, the scene has been 


set for what is expected to be one of the 
most important and perhaps the most ex- 
plosive congressional races in the state. 
It is a good bet the contest will draw 
national media coverage. The basic in- 
gredients are there: the Nixon con- 
troversy, the inflation issue and a slight 
but probable racial undertone that is 
playing on the subconscious of many of 
the voters. 


The Republican candidate is the af- 


fable State Rep. Henry J. Hyde, R-Park 
Ridge. A large man with a jolly dis- 
position, Hyde is projecting himself as 
the candidate who is the more credible 
and stable of the two men running. 


The Democrat is former Cook County 


State's Atty. Edward V. Hanrahan. Chest 
out, chin up, he is a stern personality, 
portrayed as the name candidate whose 
fortunes appear bright because of the 
woes of the opposition party and because 
of the new makeup of the traditionally 
Republican congressional stronghold. 


THE TWO MEN are attorneys and 


have Irish and Catholic blood ... and 
that's where the similarity ends. Both 
campaign extremely hard but Hyde is 
the more personable crusader of the two. 
He smiles a lot (sometimes his campaign 
oratory is too schmaltzy), something 
Hanrahan almost never does, and ap- 
pears to enjoy campaigning and meeting 
and greeting the voters. Outwardly, Han- 
rahan seems to regard this as a chore, 
though his past shows he likes a good 
fight. 


Hyde barely lives within the bound- 


aries of the 6th Congressional District 
but reapportionment has placed him out- 
side his own 18th state legislative dis- 
trict. That district takes in part of Chi- 
cago's 36th Ward, where Hanrahan re- 
sides. Therefore, Hyde represents Hanra- 
han in Springfield. Hanrahan doesn't live 
in the 6th district and has no plans to 
move if he is elected. 


Both men are basing their hopes that 


their records will carry them to victory 
in November. Hyde has been cited for 
his achievements in the Illinois General 
Assembly and Hanrahan claims a log of 
effective action as chief law enforcement

Hyde. Hanrahan tackle the tough 6th 
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officer of Cook County. 


It is his past, however, that may prove 


to be Hanrahan's greatest barrier. That 
and his volatlve personality. On both 
counts Hanrahan screams foul. He says 
the anti-Hanrahan press (especially the 
headline writers) had done him dirty. 


WHAT STANDS OUT most against 


Hanrahan is the bloodshed surrounding 
the 1969 raid on the Chicago headquar- 
ters of the Black Panther Party. Ham- 
pton and an associate were killed in the 
raid, which brought the wrath of public 
opinion down on Hanrahan. Though he 
was exonerated (a $5 million civil suit 
initiated by Hampton's family against 
him is pending) the public outcry was 
evidenced when he was defeated for re- 
election in 1672 by Bernard Carey. 


Both Hyde and Hanrahan think they 


have struck a responsive chord in the 
voters. They stress Issues such as in- 
flation and energy and downplay the Nix- 
on-Watergate question. Though they hope 
the racial question (epitomized by the 
Panther raid) doesn't have an effect on 
the contest, it cannot be overlooked. 


Hyde said he has no plans to ask Presi- 


dent Nixon to campaign for him and pre- 
dicts thai his congressional ambitions 
won't be affected by the Watergate af- 
fair. 


Asking the President here "would in- 


ject an awful lot of extraneous issues and 
muddy up the campaign," said Hyde. He 
divorced himself from the GOP's tar- 
nished image by pointing to his own at- 
tempt at pushing through strong ethics 
legislation in Springfield. "My candidacy 
can't be tainted," he said. 


WHILE HANRAHAN believes Demo- 


cratic victories in Pennsylvania, Ohio 
and Michigan twice earlier this year in- 
dicate this might be a good year for his 
party, and himself, at the polls, he has 
his own mini-dispute going with another 
political powerhouse, Cook County Demo- 
cratic party chairman Mayor Richard J. 
Daley. 


Daley dumped Hanrahan from the tick- 


et in 1972 because he thought he was a 
political liability but Hanrahan won the 
party's nomination in the primary before 
losing to Carey. Though Daley would ap- 
preciate more Democratic congressmen 
coming from the suburbs, Hanrahan says 
he hasn't gotten any support from him. 


"I ran independent of the Democratic 


organization (in the March primary)," 
said Hanrahan. "I didn't get the backing 
of the mayor and I didn't ask for it. I ran 
with local support." 


Hanrahan denies representing an anti- 


black image, but in a suburban area with 
years of publicized racial turmoil and de- 
bate about keeping some areas totally 
white there is no doubt many voters view 
him as a kind of Great White Hope. 


DESPITE HANRAHAN'S disavowal of 


such a facade, black leaders in May- 
wood. Oak Park and other communities 
in the 6th district have vowed to cam- 
paign actively against him. partly be- 
cause of his office's actions in the Ham- 
pton death and partially, they said, be- 
cause Hanrahan is a menace to black 
and white people alike. 


While getting him defeated is their im- 


mediate goal, black leaders still want to 
see Hanrahan go to jail in connection 
with the Panther raid, But until the suit 
is ruled upon, these leaders will fight 
against the former state's attorney. 


"This is not just some fly-by-night elec- 


tion," said The Rev. Claude Porter, 
chairman of the Southern Christian 
Leadership Conference's West Suburban 
chapter. "People can sit back if they 
want but they'll have to suffer the con- 
sequences later." 


The black community, according to 


Rev, Porter, sees Hanrahan in the same 
light they see President Nixon, as a man 
who broke the law and who is not quali- 
fied for office. 


REV. PORTER BELIEVES that Hyde, 


as conservative as Hanrahan, doesn't 
elicit any great response from the black 
community, either. He calls the Republi- 
can candidate "the lesser of two evils" 
and ads, "you know what one evil is all 
about. You'd have to be a fool to come 
out for Hanrahan." 


It is possible there could be a white 


backlash (remember that phrase) vote if 
this anti-Hanrahan movement comes on 
too strong in its opposition. But the presi- 


dent of the Concerned Citizens of Cicero- 
Berwyn, an organization of 7,000 persons 
whose purpose is "to keep our area all 
white," sees his members voting strictly 
along party lines. 


"We don't get involved in tine political 


field at all," said John Pellegrini. "Our 
members are Republicans, Democrats, 
Independents. Personally, I'm voting for 
Hyde. He's more qualified. Hanrahan's a 
14-carat phony." 


Hyde has run for Congress before. In 


1962, he lost by some 10,000 votes out of 
200,000 cast to Chicago Aid. Roman Pu- 
cinski. Hanrahan also lost a congression- 
al bid, in 1960 by 30,000 votes, to present 
6th District U.S. Rep. Harold Collier. 


THE NINE-TERM incumbent who is 


retiring this year points to reapportion- 
ment of 'his district, changing political 
philosophies of the electorate and the Re- 
publican Party's difficulties as contrib- 
uting to a closer race than when he was 
running for office and winning by a large 
plurality. 


"Hyde would be the favorite if the 


election were held-tomorrow," said Col- 
lier. "But who knows what's going to 
happen later, before November?" 


Collier says Hyde is an excellent legis- 


lator in Springfield and "an articulate 
type of fellow" who is at a disadvantage 
because he is not as well known in the 
area as Hanrahan. But, he said, time is 
working in Hyde's favor to get his name 
before the public. 


OTHER POLITICAL experts, both Re- 


publican and Democrat, see this as a 
closer election than in the past. 


"Under normal circumstances," said 


State Rep. Edward Bluthardt, R-Schiller 
Park, "Hyde would be the favorite all 
the way. But these are not normal cir- 
cumstances." He said Hyde was the 
more stable of the two candidates and 
"less likely to fly off the handle." 


Leyden Township Democratic Com- 


mitteeman James Kirie, who supported 
Hanrahan's primary opponent, Robert 
Miller, said he will work as hard for 
Hanrahan as he did against him. "It will 
be an uphill fight but I rate it a tossup,"

said Kirie. "Hanrahan has tremendous 
name recognition." 


Oak Park Democratic Comrnitteeman 


Andrew Prinz said his organization is 
withholding endorsement of Hanrahan 
until they hear him speak in person but 
indicated 'there was a split in sentiment. 
He added that they were concerned that 
Hanrahan doesn't live in the district and 
that Hanrahan still might be an "ex- 
plosive" person. 


"A Democrat can win," said Prinz, 


"but whether Hanrahan is the candidate 
or not remains to be seen." 


"If party labels weren't there," said 


Gary Woll, vice president of the Proviso- 
Riverside Independent Democrats, and 
political science teacher at Elmwood 
Park High School, "a tremendous num- 
ber of people would vote for Ed Hanra- 
han. On emotion, Hanrahan might win."

Harper needs state help 


Harper College's popular voca- 


tional education program is under 
the shadow of a dangerous building 
squeeze — but. if the State ot Illi- 
nois is willing, that pressure can be 
loosened. 


Ever since the Palatine commu- 


nity college opened six years ago, 
some of its most popular programs 
have been in the vocational field. 
In this area students have been 
able to study for careers in engi- 
neering, nursing, fashion design 
and a variety of other fields. 


The problem is that the plans for 


the vocational education building 
at Harper are in trouble. The plans 
were developed in 1970, because 
the college 
assumed the state 


would provide funds for it in 1971. 
The state has now authorized funds 
for the building for next year, but 
has not changed its guideline on 
how much colleges can spend for 
buildings, 
even though inflation 


has raised costs in the building 
trades in the intervening years. 


The present construction .guide- 


The 
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line provides that community col- 
lege buildings cannot cost more 
than $30 a square foot. The guide- 
line was set in 1967 and has been 
unchanged since then. 


When the architects designed 


Harper's vocational building in 
1970, they assumed it could be built 
within the guideline in 1971. The ar- 
chitects now say they probably 
could have modified the building 
slightly in 1972 and built it within 
the guideline. 


In 1975, however, the architects 


estimate that the building will cost 
$48'a square foot. In order to meet 
the guideline, they would have go 
redesign it, which would cost an es- 
timated $59,000. Even with the re- 
design, the architects say it is 
doubtful that they can make the 
building fit into the present guide- 
line. 


Clearly the state is going to have 


to change the construction guide- 
lines for community colleges — or 
run the risk of seriously crippling 
Harper's future. 


Harper officials have asked the 


state to reconsider the guideline. 
If the state doesn't do it col- 
lege officials say they will consider 
using an abnormally higli amount 
of local tax money to pay for a 
large portion of the building. Ordi- 
narily, the state pays for 75 per 
cent of community college build- 
ings. 


Harper shouldn't have to dip into 


its local building money to build a 
building which the state has had 
the opportunity to plan for since 
1970. The building, expensive be- 
cause of the laboratories planned 
for it, is needed for Harper's voca- 
tional programs and the state has 
a clear responsibility to provide it. 


It will certainly not be necessary 


for the state to raise its building 
guideline from $30 all the way to 
the $48 now estimated by Harper's 
architects. A realistic guideline 
could be combined with some cuts 
in the building design. 


Inflation has struck everyone in 


recent years. It is unrealistic for 
the state to stick with a construc- 
tion guideline set in 1967. The state 
should modify its guideline without 
further delay, so that Harper, and 
other Illinois community colleges 
can expand their capability of edu- 
cating local residents.

Vernon E. Jordan, 
an attorney and executive director of the 
National Urban League Inc., offers his 
view of what has happened to segrega- 
tion in this country since that Supreme 
Court decision. 


Two decades have passed since the Su- 


preme Court handed down its historic de- 
cision outlawing segregated schools. 


That decision, in "Brown vs. Topeka 


Board of Education," made three main 
points: 


• Black children in segregated schools 


were denied equal educational opportuni- 
ty because those schools were inferior. 


• Even if those schools were improved 


— the "separate but equal" doctrine — 
the constitutional rights of those children 
would still be violated because, as the 
Court put it, "Separate educational facil- 
ities are inherently unequal." 


• Publicly supported segregation viol- 


ates constitutional guarantees of equal 
protection of the laws. 


After 20 years of slow, tortured crawl- 


ing toward enforcement of the Court's 
mandate, the nation has amassed a body 
of experience and observations. Of these, 
three vital facts, especially, should be 
made known about school desegregation. 


The first is that segregation still exists. 


It is widespread, and It Is now concen- 
trated in northern cities, while much of 
the South has desegregated, either volun- 
tarily or under court orders. 


Nationally almost two out of every 


three black children attend schools that 
are majority black. About as many black 
students go to nearly all-black schools as 
go to integrated ones. 


Since about half of southern black 


school children go to integrated schools, 
it is clear that the problem has moved 
north. In that region, almost half go to 
all-black schools. 


In some of the bigger cities, the statis- 


tics arc appalling. In Chicago, 98 per 
cent of black children go to majority 
black schools; in Los Angeles, 92 per 
cent, In New York 84 per cent. 


The Supreme Court now has under con- 


sideration a number of cases challenging 
this situation including a Detroit case 


that may result in overcoming artificial 
school district boundaries as barriers 
that prevent merger of black center-city 
schools and white suburban ones. 


The second fact about school desegre- 


gation is that it works. 


City after city has found itself trem- 


bling with fear after a court ordered a 
desegration plan. The weeks before 
school opening, rumors and even vio- 
lence sometimes took place. But after de- 
segration is accomplished, the tension 
seems to have melted away, the commu- 
nity settles down and people go about 
with sheepish expressions wondering 
what all the excitement was about. 


ance by white children. 


This brings us to yet a third con- 


clusion about the nation's 20-year-long, 
on-again, off-again, experiment with 
desegregation. 


That is that desegregation is as impor- 


tant for white school children as it is for 
blacks. White Children will have to func- 
tion in a pluralistic society made up of 
many different racial strains and ethnic 
groups, and they will have to deal with 
black people who will make up the ma- 
jority population of several major cities. 
In addition, they will live in a world that 
is three-fourths black, brown and yellow. 


People can't function in such a nation- 


al and international environment if they 
grow up in lily white segregated commu- 
nities and attend school with children 
from the same background as then- own. 


Education in democratic living is one 


of the big pluses of desegregation. It pro- 
vides for tihe white majority the tools of 
experience in human interaction to go 
with the purely technical skills taught by 
the schools. 


Although integration works, black 


people still face a host of barriers to its 
achievement. These include white fears, 
the subtle resegregation that has taken 
place in outwardly integrated schools, 
the stubborn persistence of northern seg- 
regation, the school financing problem 
that leaves students in poorer districts 
victimized by inequitable funding and the 
constant attempts to roll back the effects 
of the "Brown" decision by barring bus- 
ing. 


So anyone who thinks "Brown" settled 


the school segregation problem once and 
for all is kidding himself. The fight for 
equal educational opportunity is still go- 
ing on, 20 years after it was supposed to 
be the law of the land.

Educators suddenly faced with a 
large influx of black youngsters who 
needed remedial work and modernized 
teaching methods began to revamp the

The 
Institute emblem on a seed package as- 
sures you that the seed is of attractively 
fine-textured grasses, and that at least 
three-fourths is of permanent, perennial 
varieties that are able to spread into a 
tight turf. 


Germinating flower seed is much easier indoors 


If your flower seed fails to germinate, 


you, rather than the seed, are probably 
at fault. Most seed houses sell seed of 
proven viability, but the hazards in ger- 
minating it are so great that you may 
not always achieve complete success. 


Good germination of flower seeds re- 


quires that proper levels of temperature, 
moisture and oxygen be maintained, and 
that's a lot easier to accomplish indoors 
than in an outside flower bed. 


Small, fragile flower seeds, such as 


those of petunias, can easily dry out and 
die at some time during the critical ger- 
m 1 n a t i o n process. Another common 
cause of failure is covering the seeds too 
deep. Also, results are usually poor if 
soil is too cold or poorly drained. In addi- 
tion, damping-off organisms often rot the 
seed before emergence or kill young 
seedlings once they are up. 


In growing your own plants, it's best to 


use a .hotbed or small greenhouse if pos- 
sible. Conditions in a window of your 
home aren't likely to be ideal for this 
purpose. You can use fluorescent lights 
to germinate the seeds and keep the 
seedlings growing. But be sure light in- 


tensity is high enough to keep the young 
plants growing normally until time to 
transplant them into outdoor beds. 


Besides providing enough light, you'll 


need to determine and try to provide the 
best temperature for germinating each 
kind of seed. Always use a light, porous 
medium for germinating seed, and keep 
it moist. Practice sanitation, and treat, 
the seed with a recommended fungicide 
before planting. 


Timing the sowing of annuals to be 


germinated indoors is often a difficult 
problem for home gardeners. Most im- 
portant, don't start them too early. The 
general rule is to plant seed of slow- 
growing flowers about eight weeks ahead 
of the transplanting date. For fast-grow- 
ing varieties, plant no earlier than four 
weeks before transplanting time. 


As experienced gardeners know, you 


can easily start the large-seeded thrifty 
annuals such as marigolds, zinnias and 
cosmos from seed outdoors. Planting in- 
structions usually appear on the seed 
packet, but the general rule is to plant as 
soon as danger of frost is largely past. 


Growing your own plants from seed is 


a challenge and often provides much sat- 


Chrysanthemums require 
sunlight, well-drained soil 


Chrysanthemums should be planted in 


the spring as soon as the danger of kill- 
ing frosts is past, Plant in late April in 
southern Illinois and rnid-to late-May in 
northern Illinois. 


For best results, start with small es- 


tablished plants in pots and containers. 
These should be placed in well-drained 
soil exposed to full sunlight. The plants 
need full sun at least six hours a day. 
Those grown in the shade of trees, 
shrubs or buildings are usually weak and 
produce few flowers. 


Chrysanthemums should not be planted 


in areas where they will be exposed to 
"night" lights. They require uninter- 
rupted nights for flowering. 


A southern exposure at the base of a 
wall or foundation protects late-flowering 
varieties against frost, Be sure to supply 
plenty of moisture during the summer. 


Chrysanthemums grow well in almost 


any well-drained soil. Select a site that Is 
somewhat elevated or has good under- 
drainage. Avoid areas in which water ac- 
cumulates after heavy rains.

Gardening should be a sharing experi- 


ence and here's how to make new friends 
with plants and neighbors. It's really 
quite easy to multiply gardening pleas- 
ure with simple propagation methods. 


Basically, plants grow from seeds. But 


many plants can be reproduced easily by 
cuttings of stems, tips and shoots and air 
layering. Some plants can be propagated 
from leaves alone. 


Here's how you can create new plants 


from old yourself. An old aquarium or 
plant tray, plastic, aluminum or clay 
containers can be used. Even butter dish- 
es or cut down milk cartons. 


First, mix clean sand with peat moss, 


half and half. Prepared planting mixes 
also are available in garden centers and 
chain stores. If you use potting soil, add 
extra peat moss for water holding capac- 
ity. 


Cut tips or shoots of plants: boxwood, 


firethorn, holly, similar woody types in 
spring. Ivy, philodendron, African violet 
can be done other times. Cut three or 
four inches below a leaf or node. Remove 
the lowest side leaves.

Seven simple steps spell rose-growing success 


No question about it, the rose is by far 


and away America's favorite flower, and 
there are varieties to please anyone's 
taste. They come in all sizes, shapes and 
colors, and grow abundantly almost any- 
where'when they are properly planted 
and cared for. 


This is a good season to put the roses 


in, and here are seven simple steps to 
follow in the planting process. 


The nursery experts suggest that the 


plants be kept in a cool place out of the 
suil until they are put in the ground, and 
that they be soaked in water shortly be- 
fore planting. 


The first step: dig a hole 15 to 18 


inches deep, depending on the size of the 
bush. 


With step three: begin to fill the center 


of the hole with fine soil until there is a 
mound on which to rest the center of the 
root system beneath the base of the 
plant. 


Step four is to very carefully place the 


center of the roots on the top of that 
mound and spread the roots out over the 
soil. Work with the soil to form a firm 
packing around the roots, making sure to 
eliminate any air pockets. 


Step five: backfill the hole, packing it 


Plant the cuttings in moist planting 


mix, Place a plastic bag over them to 
retain vital moisture while roots form. 


Locate your plant propagation unit 


where it gets good sun but not direct 
rays. Best rooting temperatures range 
from 65 to 70 degrees for most plants. 


Many plants — ivies, coleus, philo- 


dendrons — can be rooted simply in 
glass jars in water for' several weeks, 
then planted into soil in pots. 


Air layering also is reliable for starting 


new plants. Slit the softwood stem 
slightly. Insert a wood sliver or small 
stone. Next, pack moist spagnum moss 
around the cut. Moisten well then wrap 
the area with clear plastic and seal with 
tape. 


When roots are clearly seen inside the 


plastic, about four to eight weeks, cut the 
new plant off and pot it in a shady loca- 
tion until it has adjusted and taken 
strong root, 


Be experimental. Add plant propaga- 


tion to your gardening skills this year 
and you'll have lots of new plants to 
share. 


firmly against the roots. In cold climates 
the bud union (where the top and roots 
meet) should be about two inches below 
the ground level. In warmer areas, the 
bud onion should be at or slightly above 
the ground level. 


Step six: when the hole is about half 


full, add a little water, then complete fill- 
ing the hole with soil, continuing to pack 
it down firmly. 


Step seven is to water the bush gener- 


ously.

Soil preparation 


One of the most important jobs when 


starting a new garden is soil preparation. 


Deep digging is essential, plus the re- 


moval of stones and weed roots. A soil 
conditioner may also be necessary, such 
as garden peat, manure or compost. 
Only when you have a good crumbly; 
well-drained soil can you expect worth- 
while results, and create the best pos- 
sible conditions for good fertilizers and 
good plants to do their job. 


ed from commercial fertilizers or from 
natural materials. Feeding should begin 
in early spring and be done as often as 
necessary. Sow the fertilizer two to three 
inches into 'the soil surrounding the plant 
perimeter, and water immediately after- 
wards. 


Rose require a good soaking at least 


once a week, and rainfall Is often not 
sufficient. At least an inch of water or 
enough to soak to the roots should be 
given to the plant each week. A mulch is 
not a necessity for roses, but it can help 
protect roots from high temperatures in 
the summer and keep weeds at a min- 
imum.

Spring is the time to spring into action 


against crabgrass. 


Combating crabgrass used to be a 


time-consuming and hopeless task, but 
you can easily prevent it from dominat- 
ing your lawn by applying one appli- 
cation of a pre-emergent herbicide be- 
fore the seedlings develop. 


The key is to do so before three con- 


secutive warm nights (with temperatures 
above 50 degrees) combine with moist 
earth to break dormancy in crabgrass 
seed. The little seedlings emerge as light 
yellow-green leaves, rather wide, and up 
to one-half inch long. 


You can stop crabgrass before the li- 


lacs bloom this spring by applying any 
one of five major chemicals to your lawn 
after mowing it twice. Apply chemicals 
uniformly by spreading one-half of the 
suggested quantity in one direction, and 
the other half by moving at right angles 
or crosswise. That gives your lawn 
double coverage. 


Crabgrass control is easy to overlook 


in spring because the weed is an annual 


Don't neglect 
May chores 


It's the merry month of May, and to 


keep the good green stuff growing in 
your lawn, don't neglect May lawn 
chores. 


Feed lawn again with lawn food; two 


or three spring feedings should suffice, 
but if heavy rains wash out .nutrients, 
you may need an extra application. 


Keep an eye out for signs of leaf spot. 
Get rid of weeds now before they rule 


your lawn. Blooming dandelions are the 
surest sign of a weed problem, but other 
broadleafed weeds are just as trouble- 
some — plantain and knotweed among 
others. 


Follow planned 
planting schedule 


If you have not planted broccoli, cab- 


bage, endive, kohlrabi, lettuce, onions, 
parsley, peas, radishes, spinach and tur- 
nips and are planning to, don't waste an- 
other day. 


Those plants should have been planted 


in early spring as soon as the ground can 
be worked. 


Mid-spring plantings (time of last kill- 


Ing frost) should include carrots, cau- 
liflower, beets, onions, parsnips and 
Swiss chard. Two weeks later plant 
beans, corn, early potatoes and tomato 


and its initial growth is slow. But by ear- 
ly July, when hot weather sets in and 
favors rapid growth, crabgrass can 
dominate your lawn until the first frost. 


Unless you stop crabgrass before it 


starts, it could be difficult to control be- 
cause it produces thousands of seeds and 
must be sprayed frequently for full con- 
trol. Since crabgrass flourishes in sun- 
light, one deterrent is to let your grass 
grow higher and denser than the weed. 


If a crabgrass problem persists an- 


nually in your lawn, perhaps your man- 
agement techniques need improving. 
When adequate lime and fertilizer are 
used, with high mowing (ranging from 
l'/2 to 2Vfe inches), craograss seldom 
threatens a lawn. 


No best time for pruning, 
says University horticulturist 


There is no simple answer to when you 


should prune a tree, says J. B. Gartner, 
University of Illinois Horticulturist. And 
there are a lot of misconceptions on 
when and how tree pruning should be 
done, he adds. 


Pruning is a dwarfing process.. The ef- 


fect of pruning on a tree will vary with 
the season and according to how much of 
the tree is pruned away. 


In general, all you want to do is trim 


out any dead, weak or diseased parts of 
the tree, says Gartner. Try to retain the 
tree's original size and shape. You can 
do this type of pruning at any time of the 
year without drastic effect on the tree. 


If you prune to thin the tree — to 


allow more light for grass and shrubs, 
for example — then do it in the winter or 
early spring. From January to March is 


a good time. Pruning done after growth 
starts weakens the tree because it forces 
the tree to use stored food for regrowth 
instead of for new growth. 


Heavy pruning during the summer in- 


creases the danger of winter injury since 
the new growth has no chance to harden. 


Many feel a tree should be topped 


when it becomes too large. This is a false 
impression. Rather than eliminating "top 
heaviness," topping causes a weaker 
tree. Weak crotches develop, heart rot 
sets in and the topped tree is more prone 
to storm damage than if it was left un- 
pruned. 


Cutting the top off a tree reduces leaf 


surface, cuts back on the tree's ability to 
manufacture food and weakens roots.

Dried roses keep 
scent for centuries 


How long will dried roses keep their

Follow these tips 
for healthy lawn 


For a beautiful lawn this spring and 


throughout summer, follow these simple 
dos and don'ts. 


Do tidy up. Matted tree leaves should 


be raked or swept out because they 
smother grass plants. Twigs, stones and 
other debris should be removed. 


Do mow off old grass. Cutting off a 


half Inch or so of the brown, older blades 
lets more vitalizing sunshine reach the 
plant's crown, triggering earlier green- 
up. 


Don't use a lawn roller. It compacts 


the soil which usually does more harm 
than good. 


Do feed your lawn. Grass just coming 


out of dormancy is hungry and will de- 
velop more sturdily and thickly when a 
rich supply of nutrients is available. 


Do prevent crabgrass by using a crab- 


grass-fighting fertilizer. 


Don't add topsoil. It's needed only if 


you have to change the grade or fiU in 
low spots. 


Don't mulch with peatmoss. It has no 


food value for an established lawn. 


Do plant grass seed. If you have bare 


or thin spots, get new plants started or 
else nature will fill the void with weeds.

South has exclusive rights to outdoor-grown camellias 


Camellias can be grown in greenhouses 


in almost any part of America. They 
grow in outdoor gardens mainly in the 
South and in the warmer sections of Cali- 
fornia. 


In protected situations, camellias may 


survive as far north as Long Island. But 
they rarely produce many blooms above 
the Mason-Dlxon line. They still thrive 
best in the area where they first were 
planted in America — coastal Carolina. 


For years, flower breeders have tried 


to develop new varieties of camellias 
that would extend their natural color 
range into the blue and yellow portions 


of the spectrum. These efforts so far 
have produced only spotty and uncertain 
results. 


If a yellow camellia were to bloom in 


any U.S. garden this year, it would be 
sensational news throughout the flower 
world. 


But breeders have been successful in 


turning out scores of new varieties of 
camellias bearing white, pink, salmon- 
colored, red or combined red-and-white 
or pink-and-white blossoms. 


Among those hardy enough to survive 


outdoors in southern gardens, a popular 
favorite is the famous Alba Plena, a

Approximately one-fourth of all lawn 


and turfgrasses in North America grow 
in some degree of partial shade, reports 
Prof, James B. Beard of the Department 
of Soil and Crop Sciences at Michigan 
State University. Yet, very little is 
known about how grass adapts to shade 
or what can be done to breed grass best 
suited to growing in the shade, 


Dr. Beard hopes to fill that knowledge 


gap with the help of a joint grant of

Dr. Beard, who will head a six-man 


research team at Michigan State, said 
the investigations should greatly speed 
up the process of turfgrass breeding for 
shade adaptation with eventual benefit to 
the professional turfman and the home- 
owner.

Un- 
der the mistaken impression that azaleas 
are the chief glory of Southern gardens, 
they wait until late March or early April 
to make floral pilgrimages to the South. 
By that time — even though the azaleas 
are indeed magnificent — the camellias 
have about finished blooming for the 
year.

Successful tree transplants 
depend on moist roots 


The critical period for the trees, shrubs 


and ornamentals you buy at the nursery 
or garden center begins when you plant 


them. They require proper care to main- 
tain the vigor they developed in the nur- 
sery field. Be wary of over-watering. 


New developments in ryegrass 
are fast starting and handsome 


Before the exodus to the suburbs 


brought high status to lawns, a mish- 
mash of pasture grasses 
provided 


ground cover of a sort around most 
habitations. Because ryegrass sprouts so 
quickly, and seed has never been overly 
e x p e n s i v e , unselected ryegrass was 
frequently a component of yesteryear's 
"lawns." 


Unsophisticated seed selection fell into 


disfavor after World War II as lawn 
s t a n d a r d s improved. Tailored turf- 
grasses gained recognition. No longer 
did common ryegrass satisfy. In fact, ap- 
preciable ryegrass in a seed mixture sig- 
nified questionable quality. 


Not so today. Now "turf-type" per- 


ennial ryegrasses have been bred, — 
equally as fast starting as the old-fash- 
ioned stuff, but just as handsome as your 
favorite bluegrass. The pedigreed culti- 


vars are not only better looking than for- 
mer strains, but they have greater hardi- 
ness and better disease resistance, con- 
siderations long limiting the usefulness 
of ryegrass in northerly areas or as per- 
manent turf south of Mason-Dixon. Mow- 
ing quality and density have improved, 
too. 


University-bred perennial ryegrasses 


have been outstanding, Manhattan from 
Rutgers and Pennfine from Penn State 
being spectacular examples Industry re- 
search has come up with its share too, 
hardy NK-200, for example, said to toler- 
ate even Minnesota winters. NK-100, 
tracing in part to one of Europe's most 
famous bloodlines, has been outstanding 
in coastal locations such as on Long Is- 
land. Compas and Pelo boast impressive 
European records, and seem to perform 
equally well in America.

The key to success in transplanting 


trees, shrubs and evergreens is in pro- 
tecting the roots They should be kept 
moist until planted and should never be 
exposed to sun or wind even for a few 
minutes. 


Since most of the nursery stock you 


will be planting will be of the balled and 
burlapped type, you should know the cor- 
rect procedure for planting them. 


Dig the planting hole nine to twelve 


inches wider than the diameter of the 
balled plant In good, rich soil the depth 
of the hole should be the same as the 
depth of the ball of earth on the plant, 
plus one inch. 


If the bottom of the hole is in heavy 


clay soil, you will have to make some 
provision for good drainage. Ideally, you 
should auger a hole three to four feet 
directly before proceeding with the plant- 
ing operation. 


Place the balled plant in the hole care- 


fully so as not to jar, crack or mutilate 
the ball, which in turn damages the 
fibrous root system 


The plant should be set into the hole so 


that the top of the ball is no more than 
one inch below the finished grade 


Straighten the plant, cut the string at 


the neck of the burlap, and remove any 
wire or plastic binding from the ball. 
Leave the burlap on the ball. It need not 
even be peeled back from the top of the 
ball. 


Backfill around the ball with good top- 


soil, excluding all chemical fertilizer. 
Peat moss may be used, if thoroughly 
mixed into the backfilled soil in the pro- 
portion of one part peat to three parts 
soil. After you have backfilled the hole to 
the top of the ball, water slowly and thor- 
oughly until all the soil has settled and 
the ball is saturated 


Due to settling of the soil it may be 


necessary to straighten the plant again. 
Backfill the soil firmly to ground level or 
one inch more in a saucer fashion with 
the rim of the saucer on the outer edge 
of the hole. 


At this point you may coyer the top of 


the planted ball with a mulch of 
shredded or pulverized manure — never 
use fresh manure — or a good, well bal- 
anced fertilizer. 


Continue to water the plant once a 


week for the next two weeks and then 
every three weeks thereafter through 
September. Water once in October and 
once, very thoroughly, in November. 


Plant seed 
with disease 
resistance 


A familiar cause for an unsatisfactory 


lawn is disease The ecology of lawn dis- 
eases is poorly understood. When a sys- 
temic fungicide controls one disease, the 
grass may become more susceptible to 
something else 


Apparently fungi compete, and a bal- 


anced population of innocuous fungi is 
needed Microbial life m lawn thatch not 
only recycles spent materials, but may 
be directly therapeutic. 


Well-chosen fungicides do control lawn 


diseases nicely. But recognizing when a 
disease is about to erupt is not easy. And 
thorough application of a fungicide is dif- 
ficult for a homeowner lacking sophis- 
ticated spray equipment. Simpler and en- 
vironmentally preferable might be the 
p l a n t i n g of disease-resistant lawn- 
grasses. The new varieties have been 
bred especially for tolerance to disease. 
A named cultivar withstands disease bet- 
ter than common grass, or it would not 
have passed muster with its breeder.

'Hush money9 and its use 
by liberal Episcopal bishop 


"The minister is ordered from time to 


time to advise the people whilst they are 
in good health ... to leave bequests for 
religious and charitable purposes." 


—Episcopal Book of 
Common Prayer 


This admonition, to all Episcopal cler- 


gy, appears (somewhat morbidly) at the 
close of the service called Unction For 
The Sick. 


It is a recognition of an importnat 


source of ecclessiastical revenue. But 
this admonition ought also to direct the 
clergy to advise their parishioners to be 
very, very careful to be specific when 
remembering such purposes. 


Take for example, the late Kodak heir- 


ess Margaret Woodbury Strong of Roch- 
ester, N.Y. Mrs. Strong left more than 
$10 million to the Episcopal Diocese of 
Rochester — "for its general purposes." 


SHE DID NOT reckon with the advent 


of a new, and strongly liberal bishop 
named Robert Spears, who used all of 
his Episcopal Influence, plus the general 
adherence to almost anything a new 
bishop asks, to persuade the diocese that 
its "general purposes" included $750,000 
worth of bailing out of the near-bankrupt 
Episcopal Church national headquarters 
(In Manhattan, not Rochester). 


Spears was subsequently nominated for

the 3 million-member denomination's top 
post of Presiding Bishop. And a grateful 
national hierarchy designated $337,500 of 
this money for "retraining and redeploy- 
ment" for more than one half of the na- 
tional staff which had been laid off. 


This catastrophe was due mainly to the 


effects of a minority group funding pro- 
gram of more than $7 million — headed 
by a Brooklyn black militant named 
Leon Modeste. Instead of concentrating 
on legitimate minority groups needs, 
Modeste arrogantly specialized in financ- 
ing racially segregated and violent hate 
groups, a number of which' are no longer 
in existence. 


Finally, last fall, Modeste and most of 


his staff were fired. But now Mrs.

Yelling 
doesn't go with nine other people In the 
house yelling at each other. 


I don't eat as I should. I only eat once 


• day, dinner. Breakfast makes me sick 
daring the day and supper makes me 
skk during the night. 


Please do the bent you can la helping 


me solve these problems, because I'm 
tired of hearing my mother say It's only 


is being used as hush money to keep 
Modeste (relatively) quiet. 


WITHOUT ANY consent from the de- 


nomination's Executive Council or Gen- 
eral Convention, Bishop Roger Blanchard 
has retained Modeste as a "consultant" 
— in order for Modeste to write a report 
of all six years of his disastrous (al- 
though personally lucrative) program. 
Until July 1, Modeste will receive his full 
salary ($27,000 per annum, plus fringes) 
plus $1,000 per month for "expenses."

This column asked Bishop Blanchard if 


Modeste is really so competent a writer 
as to be paid on a scale of $750 per week. 


"I can't answer. I have no way of 


knowing," replied Blanchard. "We are 
providing Leon a copy editor to help dur- 
ing the final week." 


How much is the $750-per-week Mod- 


este's editor being paid? Blanchard: 


You have given me several symptoms,

It is possible that you have an over-

There are a lot of problems that can 


cause fatigue and weakness. Many of 
these, though, do not cause the feeling of 
being hot all the time. 


I must also tell you that anxiety and 


nervousness can cause similar symp- 
toms, including feeling hot. The only way 
to start separating the two is by a medi- 
cal examination. The doctor may even be 
able to have a pretty good idea of your 
problem with a physical examination. I 
would certainly like to encourage you to 
see a doctor, because your story has too 
many features suggestive of an over- 
active thyroid gland to neglect this possi- 
bility.

One of the essential factors in top-level 


chess is the interpenetration of tactical 
and strategic considerations. The grand- 
master, in making the strategically cor- 
rect but apparently quiet move, may 
have to calculate often exquisite tactical 
possibilities. Thus the aphorism, "the 
most exciting variations are those never 
played." 


Our readers should be reminded that 


the ability to see relevant tactical ideas 
and accurately calculate specific vari- 
ations improves with experience and ef- 
fort. It may therefore interest and help 
some of 


(Diagram 1) 


our readers to study the first given posi- 
tion from Geller-Korchnoi, Moscow,-1964 
and see why black could'not play the 
strategically desirable 1 ... B-Q2!? (In 
light of white's significant queen side 
pressure, black's 1 ... B-Q2 would be 
highly desirable, if white could not suc- 


cessfully play 2. RxQNP. For 1 ... B-Q? 
followed by 2 ... B-B3 would nicely con- 
solidate the black position.) 


(Diagram 2) 


If we look at our second diagram, it 


indeed appears that 1 ... B-Q2 is justi- 
fied. For 2 RxP is met by 2 ... B-B3! 
and 3. R-N3 (the only retreat) is met by 
3 ... B-R5, making shishkabob of the 
rooks. 


But wait. White has a surprising re- 


source after 2 ... B-B3, in our hypothe- 
tical variation. He may play 3. N-B5!, as 
given in our third 
,

diagram, and the white knight is imme- 
diately useful on the queenside, while the 
white queen bears down menacingly on 
the king file. 


It is easy to see that 3 ... BxN loses to 


4. QxP check and 5. QxB. (White is two 
pawns ahead.) But what if 3... BxR? 


Surprisingly, white has the problem- 


like 4. QxP check, K-R1; and 5. NxB! 
.and the black queen cannot simulta- 
neously save itself and guard

the knight at Q4, as seen in Diagram 4. 


In the real game, Korchnoi ruined all 


the fun by seeing the dangers. He played 
the correct 1 .-.. Q-B2 and protected his 
QNP, 


In summary: the thinking process used 


by the Russian grandmasters is not nec- 
essarily obscure. To check out the feasi- 
bility of the strategically desirable 1 ... 
B-Q2, one must have mastered three tac- 
tical ideas, i.e. 1) the skewers, 2. the 
queen check and capture, and 3. the driv- 
ing away of a defending piece. It is then 
possible to see that 1 ... B-Q2, with tao 
tical point "one" as a justification, loses 
because of tactical points "two" and 
"three." 


As a concluding footnote, it is ironic to 


glance at another position, in which

danger of impending zugzwang. Brons- 
tein "innocently" played 1 ... PxP, no

entangle himself from the deadly pin! 
White's inevitable P-QB3, P-Q4, and 
P-Q5 must win.

West's queen of diamonds held the first 


trick, South won the continuation; drew 
trumps with three leads; ruffed dum- 
my's last diamond; played out all the 
clubs, making sure to win the last one in 
dummy: led a spade, stuck In his nine 
spot and showed his hand. 


West had been end-played thoroughly. 


A club or diamond lead would allow a 
ruff and discard; a spade lead would es- 
tablish South's king as a winner. 


"Nicely played," said East. "You 


know I could have beaten the contract if 
I had been wide awake." 


East was quite right. At trick one East 


should have put his king of diamonds on 
his partner's queen. If South ducked East 
could lead a spade. West would win; play 
any other suit, and wait for two more 
spade tricks. 


South's best play would be to go right 


up with his ace, draw the trumps and 
lead a second diamond from dummy. 


Here is where the real alertness would 


be required. East would have to go right 
up with his 10 spot so as to be able to win 
the trick and lead a spade before South 
rind had a chance to strip the hand.

Preps in qualifying competition today 
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Golfers, trackmen to battle for state spots

Eiiicient starting is vital 


to any track and field meet 


It looks simple enough. 
You get the runners set at the starting 


line, raise your arm, fire the gun, and 
watch them go. Next race, please. 


Looks are deceiving. There's nothing 


simple about starting a race in the sport 
of track and field. 


Efficient starting is essential for a suc- 


cessful meet, but it's one of those often 
overlooked duties that only the runner 
and coach can appreciate. The fan is ig- 
norant of the mechanics and technique. 


"There's a lot more to it than most 


people realise," says Bob Scott, a guid- 
ance counselor In Dlst. 214 and a starter 
in track and Held. 


And Scott should know. He's been a 


starter for 14 years, and he recently re- 
ceived notice that he will be the assistant 
starter at the state track and field finals 
May 24*25 in Charleston. 


"I'm really anxious to do this," he said 


this week. "I've worked down there at 
the relay exchange zones and with the 
hurdles, but because I've been a starter, 
this is what I'd r'ally rather do at the 
state. I'm elated that they asked me." 


Scott, who will be working the district 


tonight at Prospect High School, is a cer- 
tified starter, the highest level. You be- 
gin as a registered starter and then work 
up to recognized and certified. 


"1 got started in this when I was work- 


Ing with Russ Attls at Arlington several 
years ago," he recalled. "Russ was the 
head coach at Arlington then and he 
didn't have anyone to start his meets. I 
was tbe distance coach and eventually 
began starting every meet. When I went 
to Prospect as the head coach I started 
my own meets and also did it at Forest 
View. 


"Actually, It just took off from there. 


You keep taking written tests to stay up 
on everything, advance to higher levels, 
and then hope your work is accepted by 
the meet officials and coaches. I've been 
fortunate and now I'm able to book 
meets a year in advance." 


Scott doesn't start meets to make mon- 


ey. "For many meets, it's strictly volun- 
tary." he said. "You furnish the gun ob- 
viously and often the shells too. For the 
district this weekend, with 28 teams, I'll 
probably use three boxes of shells, or 150 
or better. But I'm just glad to do it for 
the kids." 


There are many fine points to starting 


that the fans don't understand. 


The starter must receive a signal from 


the head finish judge that the judges are 
ready, and he then directs the com- 
petitors: "Take your marks." At this sig- 
nal the runners should Immediately take 
their proper positions on the starting 
lines. 


After they have taken their positions 


and are steady on their marks, the start- 
er Instructs them to "Set." At this com- 
mand, all competitors should at once, 
and without delay, assume their full and 
final set position in such a manner than 
no part of their bodies touch on «r over 
the starting line. 


After an interval of approximately two 


seconds ("1 try to hit between 1.5 and 
1.9, and always be consistent." says 
Scott), when all the competitor are set 
and motionless, the starter fu-es his pis- 
tol. 


For races of 880 yards or more, the 


starter often uses the command "Take 
your marks" and, when all the runners 
are ready, fires the pistol. 


It Is a false start when a runner falls 


to comply with the starter's commands, 
or if a runner is in motion after the com- 
mand "set," or if a runner leaves his 
mark with a hand or foot after the "set" 
instruction but before the pistol is fired, 
or If a runner leaves his mark without 
the pistol being fired.

the first time and disqualify them the 
second," Sc»tt said. "And that's the hard 
part of this job. I hate to ever disqualify 
a kid, but y<vi just have to at times. Any 
time there is a foul committed, even be- 
sides at the start, they come to the refer- 
ee or starter. 


"Just recently I had to disqualify three 


kids for pacing a runner, you know run- 
ning alongside. It's really hard for me to 
do that, and I always try to apologize but 
also explain why the action is being tak- 
en. 


"When the runners on their marks are 


nervous and unsteady," he continued, 
"you should call them up and attempt to 
make them steady. But if the order 'set' 
is given and a runner breaks before I 
can call him up or fire the pistol, you 
just have no alternative but to charge it 
as a false start." 


Although the mechanics are basically 


the same, starters are different in their 
methods and mannerisms. Trackmen 
have to learn to adjust. 


"Once you get past the preliminaries 


and into the semi-finals with the real 
good kids, they're all looking for that 
little edge," Scott said. "I don't believe 
in playing around with the kids. I believe 
in getting them into their marks and get- 
ting them going. That's why they're 
there and they're working hard. 


"You'll find a lot of runners, particu- 


larly the good ones, who will practice 
their starts off to a side while other 
races are going on, trying to adjust to 
the starter, the count." 


Scott stressed that he wants to be rea- 


sonable with the runners. "I had two 
boys the other night who both broke ear- 
ly," he said, "but people were making so 
much noise, it had even bothered me. 
They just flinched. So I gave them a 
break on it and didn't call a false start. 
You have to take into consideration the 
circumstances at times." 


Although starters often go about their 


work without much fanfare, there are 
times when they are thrust into some 
touchy situations. 


A starter at the Rome Olympics In 1960 


was the center of a major controversy. 


Armin Mary of East Germany won the 


100 meters in the 1960 Olympics, and his 
triumph still provokes arguments to this 
day. Hary beat Dave Sime of the United 
States In record time. 


There are those who continue to be- 


lieve that Hary beat the starter's gun in 
the final and should have been dis- 
qualified since he had already been cred- 
ited with one previous false start. The 
starter insisted Hary had not jumped the 
gun. 


Investigation of slow-motion film and 


blown-up photographs of the actual start 
of that 100 meter final prove that Hary's 
reaction time to sound was superhuman 
— far quicker than that of the other ath- 
letes. 


Whereas the average reaction time of 


a sprinter to the shot of the starter's gun 
was 0.12 of a second, Hary's time was 
0.04. 


Skeptics just refused to believe his re- 


action time was that much quicker than 
the other world sprinters, and this phe- 
nomenon was the reason for the contin- 
ual myth that Hary "beat the gun." 


In effect the East German had beat the 


other five starters off the mark by 0.08, 
once the gun sounded. Hary's incredible 
start carried him to an inch victory over- 
Sime. 


The head starter, who took so much 


abuse, was correct It was not a false 
•tart. 


Vindication for a starter. 
Bob Scott would have to flmfle at that.

Next stop, Charleston. And the state 


track and field meet. And who knows? 
Maybe instant glory. 


But, first, for all the would-be Illinois 


champions, there is the district meet. 
Tonight, Prospect High School will host 
27 other track teams in this year's local 
qualifying meet. 


Around 200 athletes will be vying for 


qualifying spots in next week's state 
meet, and it will all begin at Prospect at 
4:15, with the finals set to get under way 
about 7:00. 


"We'll just be trying to qualify as 


many kids as we can," 
said Bill Mohr- 


mann, the coach of the Mid-Suburban 
League champion Forest View Falcons. 
"We want to send as many boys down- 
state as we can. The team title doesn't 
mean a thing." 


Mohrmann's squad will be one of the 


13 MSL schools represented at the dis- 
trict, along with four from the Central 
Suburban League — Maines West, East, 
North, and South. Eight schools from the 
North Suburban and Northwest Suburban 
Conferences will also be present — Bar- 
rington, McHenry, Antioch, Grayslake, 
Round Lake, Grant, Wauconda, and Lake 
Zurich.

If you thought the first show was some-

"The increased participation in girls 


track and field is simply amazing," said 
IHSA Executive Secretary Harry Fit- 
zhugh.

The record book could take a beating." 


The number of schools entered at the 


district level this year jumped from 252 
to 463. Last year, only five of the schools 
entered were from the Chicago Public 
League. This year there are 52 Chicago 
schools. 


Springfield (Southeast) won the 1973 


title with 20 points. Maine South was sec- 
ond with 15, Richards of Oak Lawn third 
with 12 1/3, and Forest View fourth with 
12.

Kim Schofield, who returns this week- 


end, led Springfield to the title with three 
individual first and an anchor leg on a 
victorious 440-yard relay. She won them 
and 100-yard dashes and the long jump. 


Ms. Schofield, who is the daughter of a 


former major league baseball player, is 
the heavy favorite in her specialty, the 
long jump. She won last year with a leap 
of 19 feet, 4% inches, which is 6% inches 
beyond the recognized National Feder- 
ation U. S. recored. 


Other top returnees include Trudi Reb- 


samen of Prospect who claimed both the 
220 and 440 last spring, and Melody Mill- 
er of Maine East who won the 880 and 
mile.

I'm 
looking forward to cooperating 
with the other athletic directors 
in the area." 


The selection of Pirman was 


virtually a personal decision on 
the part of Father Cahill, who, as 
president, will undoubtedly re- 
tain his unsurpassed interest in 
sports at St. Viator.

"Right now, I'd say that if some dis- 


tricts were still without winners on Sat- 
urday, we'd have to suggest a couple of 
options. If there are more than two 
teams still alive in the district, we'd 
probably ask the coaches of the teams to 
sit down and try to pick the best repre- 
sentative to advance to the rcgionals. 


"We'd try to counsel them in any way

phase of the state playoffs. 


Both Maine East and Highland Park 


had survived through the districts and 
their first games of the regionals when a 
monsoon washed the championship game 
down the drain. 


"It was the same type of situation we 


have this week," former Maine E**t 
head coach and Dodger scout Glen Van 
Proyen recollected.

"We called the state office and they

to get into the final. 


"Well, we flipped the coin and (Maine 


East) won, so we prepared to go to Rock- 
ford on Monday for the sectionals. Bat 
apparently the pressure on the state of- 
fice created by the coin flip had some 
effect and they called and told us to play 
the regional championship on Monday. 


"As it turned out, it was like snatching 


defeat from victory. It seemed like we 
went into the game with everything to 
lose and nothing to gain. Highland Park 
beat us, 5-3." 


The most nagging question is why 


these games can't be played on Sunday. 


"I know a lot of Catholic schools sched- 


ule athletic events on Sunday," Fry said, 
"but we've maintained a long-standing 
policy of no association-sanctioned com- 
petition on that day. I guess it's been a 
Christian ethic in our association and 
we've maintained it through the years." 


Schools with lighted facilities are en- 


couraged by the state to play at night, 
provided both participating teams agree 
to the circumstances. Unfortunately, that 
doesn't help the blacked-out Herald area 
situation. 


Apparently, the only solution is a quick 


spell of clear, dry weather.

In 
11 meets this year, Johnson's average 
vault is 15-10% and he has never been 


below 15-9. 


He also runs the 100-yard dash and was 


clocked at :9.7 in winning that event at 
the 1974 Bloom Invitational. He has 
signed a 'letter of intent to attend the 
University of Colorado in the fall on a 
scholarship.

"I like Colorado and the program, out 


there is excellent," he explained. "I'm 
really looking forward to the Inter- 
national because of the competition and 
it will be my first chance to meet out-of- 
state vaulters."

GOODMAN AND KOLOC drop into the 


bar to sing, cook or even tend bar when 
they're in town. "Somebody Else's Trou- 
|>les" is the title of one of Goodman's 
songs. The Holstein brothers are there 
almost every night and Fred is the art- 
ist-in-residence. Food and drink are rea- 
sonable in price and there's a $1 cover 
charge on weekends. 


The audience is diversified, they're 


young, they're middle age, they're from 
the North Side, South Side, Hyde Park, 
Old Town, New Town, the suburbs. Many 
of them, like Redhed, are connoisseurs of 
folk music. 


Redhed, 44, is a professor of commu- 


nications at Oakton Community College 
In Morton Grove. "I'm a word man," he 
says. "I know lyrics. I know words. I 
know what a good poem Is." 


Redhed feels his love for folk music is 


a natural result of his love for words. 
"This kind of music is bringing to- 
gether music. It's word-related. It's com- 
munication." 


REDHED MOVED to Chicago from 


Michigan in 1969 when Oakton was found- 


ed and he says he "just happened to 
move into the Old Town area." He kept 
going back to the Earl of Old Town to 
drink and listen to music. "I gradually 
became a member of the family," he 
says. 


Chicago does have a folk music family 


with Pionke as its head. Through him 
performers like Goodman and Koloc got 
their start. "There is a very strong feel- 
ing toward Earl," says Redhed. "I have 
enormous respect for 'Mm." 


For the performers Pionke is "like a 


father," says Redhed. Redhed remem- 
bers some of them before they made the 
big time. "I've always been fond of live 
music. I knew Joni Mitchell slightly be- 
fore she was famous." 


A few years ago Koloc lived in an 


apartment above the Earl of Old Town, 
Goodman was "a short guy with a long 
beard who sang a few songs beautifully 
when he wanted to," and folksinger John 
Prine was a mailman in Maywood, says 
Redhed. 


Singer Kris Kristofferson met Good- 


man and Prine in Chicago and helped 
them get a start in the folk singing busi- 
ness. 


"FOLK MUSIC is coming back," says 


Redhed. It was the "in" music of the '60s 
when Joan Baez and Bob Dylan were at 
the peak of their popularity. "Chicago is 
the birthplace of the hootenanny," says 
Redhed. "It was a fad, it died," he says, 
pnd was replaced by rock and the drug 
culture. 


But folk music never really died for 


the Earl of Old Town family. "Earl held 
it together out of a personal quirk. He 
liked the music," says Redhed. 


Today places like the Earl of Old Town 


and Somebody Else's Troubles are pack- 
ed with enthusiastic audiences and 
people like Redhed take pleasure in 
greeting them. 


"Money is not a big factor. I didn't go 


into it for that reason," says Redhed. 
"My main hobby is cooking. My great 
pleasure is to cook for 10 or 12 people." 
Another of Redhed's talents is interior 
decorating. Somebody Else's Troubles is

filled with antique mirrors, copper pans 
and portraits from his Old Town apart- 
ment. 


STUDENTS AND teachers at Oakton 


share Redhed's enthusiasm. Teachers 
sometimes meet for all-day staff confer- 
ences at Somebody Else's Troubles and 
students often trek down to Chicago fol- 
lowing Redhed's night class at Oakton. 


Friends of Redhed claim he is the best 


poetry reader they have ever heard, but 
Redhed is modest. He has never read po- 
etry at Somebody Else's Troubles even 
on Monday and Tuesday night when 
amateur performers come in from the 
streets to appear 'before the crowd. 


Redhed's real love is singing. At Some- 


body Else's Troubles he will often 
emerge from the kitchen door, lean 
against the wall and listen for several 
minutes to the words and the music. 


"I'd give my arm to be a good singer," 


says Redhed. "I love singing."

Overhearing me mention a recent in- 


terview at lunch one noon, a business- 
man at the next table politely cut in, 
"You must be talking about Og Man- 
dino." His face lit up knowingly as I nod- 
ded affirmatively. 


"I read his book and then bought 25 


copies for my whole sales force." 


Initially that's how "The Greatest 


Salesman in the World" first published in 
1967, developed a following, simply by 
word of mouth. Five hundred thousand 
hardback copies were sold in just that 
manner. 


Last summer Bantam picked up the 


paperback publishing rights for $350,000, 
more than the company has ever offered 
for one single book. Another 500,000 
copies of "Salesman" have been sold 
since Bantam's first press run in March. 


AND CONSEQUENTLY Mandino is 


now very much in demand as a talk 
show guest, special speaker and wise 
counselor. The book explains why. It's 
unique in approach. 


Written in a flowing, simplified style 


that is easily read and digested in just 
one sitting, "The Greatest Salesman in 
the World" is a "how to get ahead and 
like yourself in the process book," with- 
out 
the 
utilization 
of transactional 


analysis, psychological concepts or com- 
plicated procedures. 


Instead, "Salesman" is a 
fanciful 


parable about a poor camel boy living 
during the time of Christ. Secrets to at- 
taining success and happiness are re- 
vealed through 10 carefully preserved 
ancient scrolls. 


Mandino himself has no deep religious 


ties. He just finds the time of Christ a 
comfortable period in which to write. But 
he knows the Bible as he smiles, "Did 
you know there was mention of a strea- 
ker in Mark 14: 51, 52?" (He's right.) 


MANDINO GEARED his book to sales 


personnel (there «re 12 million people in 
the U. S. who earn their living in sales- 
oriented work), but he regularly corre- 
sponds with prisoners who are uplifted 
and enlightened by it, and dissatisfied 
housewives who use it as a liberation 
manual. 


"I bought it for my husband to read, 


but I also dig what you say. Right on 
baby." 


He laughs. "When I started, this book 


there was no women's lib in sight. But 
that's great if it helps." 


Mandino is pleased. He doesn't attempt 


to hide his pride. The hardback was a 
success without having to advertise or 
promote it. 


"It didn't need me. It did all right on 


its own," though Mandino has agreed to 
make personal appearances for the pa- 
perback. 


It's already meant 135 different radio 


and television talk shows and interviews 
throughout a tour of 25 cities in 27 
days. 


"That's it," he says of the experience. 


"Never again. You wake up and don't 


even know where you are." 


YET HIS VOICE conveys no boredom 


and he kindly chides, "The first question 
always asked is about my name." 


Og is a high school nickname for Au- 


gustine. He couldn't see being called Gus 
for short. 


"I'm one of a kind with Og." And 


that's important to a man who cultivates 
individuality through his book and as edi- 
tor of Success Unlimited Magazine. 


But what about those days when he 


was really down and out? It's been retold 
many times too, but Mandino willingly 
obliges, settling back in his swivel chair 
and lighting up a cigarette. 


For if there is complete disdain for the 


man who washes his troubles away with 
a bottle of booze and subsequently loses 
job, savings, family and finally all self- 
respect, there is also an awed reverence 
for the man who hits rock bottom, gets a 
hold of himself and snaps back. 


"I WAS A FAILURE in everything," 


he said as he glances at the framed auto- 
graphed picture of Harold Hughes, a 
man who before becoming governor and 
now U. S. Senator of Iowa, was a truck 
driver turned alcoholic. 


"That's my man for president," Man- 


dino interjects and then he continues 
with his own story. 


Armed with a fistful of medals won 


during World War II, Mandino headed 
for New York. He wanted to become a 
writer. 


After a year of starving and sorting 


out rejection slips, Mandino returned to 
his native New England where he mar- 
ried his childhood sweetheart and went 
into sales work. 


"I was a zero, the world's worst sales- 


man. I started boozing it up and lost ev- 
erything, home, job and family ... all 
right down the pipe." 


It's a picture much in contrast to the 


man who sits in his own carpeted north 
Chicago office and returns home every 
night to a spacious Arlington Heights 
home, a wife and two sons. 


"ALL I HAD LEFT was a beat-up red 


Falcon and $200 which I used to wander 
around the country trying to find Og 
Mandino. I was looking everywhere but 
the right place." 


During his wanderings Mandino began 


reading about W. Clement Stone and his 
formula for success, positive mental atti- 
tude (PMA). 


He sought out Stone's Boston insurance 


offices and applied for a job. He was 
hired and then fired three weeks later. 


"My attitude really hadn't changed. I 


was poisoning the whole crew." 


Mandino reread "Success Through a 


Positive Mental Attitude." He sat down 
and wrote a letter asking for a second 
chance, something everyone deserves 
maintains Stone. 


Mandino got his second chance. In five 


months he was promoted to sales man- 
ager and when someone discovered he 
could write, he was transferred to the 
home office in Chicago to do sales pro-

motion. 


WHEN THE EDITOR of Success Un- 


limited retired in 1965, Mandino took 
over. 


"I didn't know a galley sheet from a 


roll of toilet paper," he said. But Man- 
dino learned fast. The circulation of the 
magazine has since increased from 4,000 
to 200,000. 


A piece Mandino wrote about how a 


serious automobile accident did not keep 
golfer Ben Hogan from coming back as a 
winner attracted a New York publisher, 
who asked Og if he ever considered writ- 
ing an inspirational book. 


"Salesman" was the outcome. It is one 


of four written by Mandino. His latest is 
"The Greatest Secret in the World," a 
sequel to "Salesman." 


Though a firm believer and prac- 


titioner of PMA, he considers books that 
promise to make people millionaires 
irrelevant and misleading. 


"BUT YOU CAN GET anything you 


want in this world within reason, provid- 
ing you are willing to work for it," he 
believes. 


"That's the trouble. Most people are

knocked down a couple of times and they 
quit. Persevere a little longer and you'll 
make out. That's what PMA is all about. 
You can't quit." 


He feels "Salesman" is even more 


timely today because "people are begin- 
ning to tune out the world and take an- 
other look at themselves." Self-esteem, 
is at an all-time low, he says. 


"Listen to the radio," he continued. "It 


shows how much we don't like ourselves. 


"It's so unfortunate, but most people 


have to hit rock bottom before they turn 
around. I have nothing now so I may as 
well try because I have nothing to lose 
by it and everything to gain." 


"WE WORSHIP SUCCESS in this 


country, but unless we succeed in every- 
thing we attempt, we're unhappy." 


His favorite example is ballplayer 


Hank Aaron. To date Aaron has hit 721 
homeruns. But who bothers to find out 
how many strikeouts he's had in his ca- 
reer? Mandino knows. At the beginning 
of this season, the number stood at 1264. 


"What am I trying to say? Even cham- 


pions have to learn to live with failure, 
much of it, in order to achieve success."

Glass toy candy containers 
now cost dollars, not dimes 


Heaven in the '30s was a trip to the 


dime store. Called variously the "Five 
and Dime," "The Ten-Cent Store" or 
"The Dime Store," depending on neigh- 
borhood or city, these were emporiums 
which meant what their names said — 
most things cost a nickel or a dime. 


A small child could while away hours 


gazing at the fascinating array of offer- 
ings, making and rejecting a hundred de- 
cisions, occasionally dropping his dime 
on the floor or tossing and catching it, to 
let the proprietor know he was a bona- 
fide potential customer, not just "look- 
er," 


My dimes often were exchanged for 


the sort of little toy glass candy contain- 
ers which are shown. After the turn of 
the century, candy manufacturers began 
concentrating on the package, and these 
little novelties, in plain, colored (painted, 
usually) and milk glass were sold by the 
millions. To attract the girls, they were 
in the form of carpet sweepers, tele 
phones, rolling pins and various animals. 
Boys could collect locomotives, ships, 
airplanes, guns and other red-blooded 
symbols of boyhood. 


EVENTS AND PROGRESS influenced 


the making of these little toys. They 
commemorate persons, such as Charlie 
Chaplin, Jackie Coogan, Amos 'n Andy; 
cartoon characters such as Happifats, a 
character created by Kate Jourdan in 
her stories for children around 1914; Fe- 
lix the Cat and Barney Google. Charles 
Lindbergh's flights prompted the glass 
Spirit of St. Louis and The Spirit of 
Goodwill 


Political campaigns, holidays, musical 


Instruments and especially automobile 
and fire engines inspired others. The au- 
tomobiles are especially indicative of 
changes in design and detail. The first 
were Electric Coupes (1913), then all 
types of gasoline engine cars. Some had 
tin wheels, movable; others fixed glass 
wheels molded to.

The candies were incidental to the 


package, since they were simple small 
hard sugar pellets, and many of the con- 
tainers are still found intact with can- 
dies Many collectors emphasize the dif- 
ferent closures, perhaps a tin slide on the 
top or bottom, a snap on bottom, or 
later, carboard caps. 


CHARACTERS SUCH as those men-

Corp., a financial services institution, be- 
gan operations in 1960 with $10,000 and 
by 1973 was managing assets of $1 billion 
when it filed for bankruptcy. 


Mora important, the author charges 


that through faking insurance policies, 
the company created $100 million in fic- 
titious assets that made it for years the 
darling of Wall Street investors. 


The author, a former securities analyst 


for a brokerage house, goes beyond this 
in judging the meaning of this colossal 
fraud. It is, he writes, "a metaphor of 
the moral corrosion in America's busi- 
ness and institutional environment." 


"Equity Funding is not an isolated 


fraud. It is a statement of our times. 
What is ultimately more shocking than 
the fraud itself is the number of decent 
people that knew about it and did noth- 
ing," he writes. 


For the book is about people, despite 


the rather esoteric financial manipula- 
tions that it relates. How some super- 
salesmen touted a new twist in mutual 
fund investment. How a physical culture 
fanatic came to head the company and 
why he pressured for higher and higher 
earnings. And why respectable business- 
men committed crimes to attain his 
goals. 


"Scandal" reads like mystery fiction. 


It would be unbelievable if it weren't 
true. Any investor, any one connected 
with the business world, will find it hard 
to put down.

' album has more fun 


Too much, too soon? Never. 
The New York Dolls' second album has 


been eagerly awaited. Called "Too Much, 
Too Soon" (Mercury records), it reaf- 
firms the group's positionas the No. 1 
foot-stompin', bizarre band of these 
shores. 


Disgruntled with Todd Rundgren, who 


produced their classic "New York Dolls" 
album last year (also Mercury), the 
Dolls picked Shadow Morton to put to- 
gether this piece of vinyl. The difference 
is striking. Rundgren captured all the 
raw power of a band out to conquer the 
rock world, a band which made up for 
lack of finesse with overwhelming waves 
of hardcore rock. Morton, however, has 
refined the sound and added a bit more 
production. 


With the aggressiveness toned down, a 


funful sense of what rock is all about 
emerges. In many ways -- the four non- 
original songs being the most obvious — 
this album reaches back to the '50s and 
early '60s roots of rock. 


MY TWO FAVORITE songs are the 


two "oldies" found on side one. "Stran- 
ded In the Jungle," the 1956 Cadets' hit, 
comes off marvelously — complete to the 
jungle wails, tomtom beat, 
female 


chorus and solid guitar work. Close be- 
hind is their version of Gamble-Huff's 
"(There's Gonna Be a) Showdown," the 
Archie Bell classic. Complete with spo- 
ken introduction and mid-song instruc- 
tions to the drummer, Jerry Nolan, the 
song is a wonderful reminder of sweaty 
gyms filled with shoeless teenagers. 


Nolan's drumming is one of the things 


that benefits most from Morton's produc- 
tion. You can actually hear it. The open- 
ing cut, "Babylon," is a good example. 
"Babylon" is one of the album's high- 
lights with "ooh" chorus and Johnny

Thunders' fine guitar work. David Johan- 
sen's vocals (they persist in sounding 
like Mick Jagger's) come off best in 
"Babylon" and the album's closer, "Hu- 
man Being." The later song has a nice 
touch in the sax solo thrown in near the 
end. 


The album suffers only by comparison 


with the band's first album and that's 
only because the first album had at least 
four instant classics in "Personality 
Crisis," "Frankenstein," "Looking For a 
Kiss" and "Trash."

THE ROLLS ROYCE of the rock 


world, Procol Harum, have produced an- 
other elegant album of their rich, tex- 
tured sounds. In "Exotic Birds and 
Fruit" (Chrysalis records), the band has 
stepped back a bit from the somewhat 
specialized appeal of "Grand Hotel" 
(also Chrysalis) and thrown in much 
more music based in a rock beat. 


This gives the album a wider appeal 


and songs like "Beyond the Pale," "The 
Idol," "Monsieur R. Monde" and "But- 
terfly Boys" could become highly suc- 
cessful singles. But when the band 
throws up those solid walls of smooth 
sounds, such as in "As Strong As Sam- 
pson," it automatically turns off the 
band and you sort of wait until the next

song comes up. "Sampson" has a mes- 
sage, as do most of Keith Reid's lyrics, 
but the music detracts from it as the vo- 
cal becomes just another instrument. 
(What I could catch of the lyric didn't 
sound that good anyway — something 
like, "No use in preachers preaching, 
when they don't know what they're 
teaching.")

M O T T ' S NEWEST album "The 


Hoople" apparently is meant to be a 
companion album to the previous "Mott" 
(both Columbia records). "Mott" was a 
great album and one song pn the new 
album, "Roll Away the Stone," carries 
on in the same spirit. (Probably be- 
cause it was recorded at the same studio 
with the same producer.) 


The rest of "The Hoople" is ambitious 


and not uniformly successful. The criti- 
cal self-portrait "Through the Looking 
Glass," which is done with a full cho- 
rus (a bit over-dramatic at times), is one 
of the album's better songs. Also good 
are the lyrically intriguing "Alice," the 
zestful and pounding "Born Late 58," the 
sax-ful "Pearl 'N' Roy (England)" and 
the opening "The Golden Age of Rock 'N' 
Roll. 


"Golden Age" is the typical Mott song 


with the introductory piano laying down 
the basic beat, swiftly joined by guitars, 
drums, bass and saxes. On the minus 
side, "Marionette," one of the band's 
"weird trips," comes off very weak ex- 
cept for Graham PresMtt's wild violin.

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Suburb drug use less than Chicago—but plenty available 


by JOHN MAES 


There are fewer hard drug users in the 


suburbs than in Chicago, but don't kid 
yourself that drugs such as LSD and 
PCP, a horse tranqullizer, are not avail- 
able in the suburbs, a drug enforcement 
administrator said Thursday. 


John R. Battels, administrator of drug 


enforcement for the U.S. Department of 
Justice, said availability and traffic of 
illicit hard drugs in the suburbs is a 
widespread problem but remains some- 
what less than in urban areas. 


Battels' comments came at a day-long 


seminar sponsored by the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration 
(DEA) at 
the 


Palmer House in Chicago. The confer- 
ence was attended by law enforcement 
officials from throughout the Midwest. 


BARTELS SAID drug availability in 


Chicago's surrounding suburbs "comes 
and goes in spurts" and is not as con- 
stant as markets in major cities. 


"There are a lot of users in the sub- 


urbs but they're using different types of 
drugs," he said. "There are more heroin 
addicts in the city who use it seven days 
a week than there are in the suburbs." 


The illicit drugs used most by subur- 


ban youths include LSD; PCP, a horse 
tranquilizer that sells for about $500 an 
ounce; barbiturates; 
marijuana, now 


selling for about $100 to $150 a pound or 
50 cents a joint; and hashish. Bartels 
added that one of the biggest problem 
drugs in the suburbs is amphetamines — 
including clinically produced metham- 
phetamines which would cost about $600 
an ounce on the street. 


"These are less addictive drugs that 


are used in the suburban areas," he said. 


BARTELS POINTED out that many il- 


legal drugs are trafficked through junior 
high and high schools and was critical of 
"a great number of school adminis- 
trators who like to ignore the drug prob- 
lem and the fact that there are drugs 
floating round their schools." 


Until several years ago narcotics were 


penetrating the suburbs from dealers 
working totally from the central city 
areas, Bartels said. But more recently 
dealers are making huge profits from the 
drug trade in the suburbs. 


Jerry N. Jenson, DEA regional direc- 


tor for the Chicago area, said the close- 
ness of O'Hare Airport and the network 
of highways connecting the Northwest 
suburbs affects the availability of drugs 
here. 


He said Chicago transportation facil- 


ities are used frequently to smuggle 
drugs in from other countries as well as 


to distribute them to other cities. 


DESPITE TIGHT security at customs 


in the airport "there's still no way, with- 
out a total search, that you're going to be 
able to intercept all the drugs being 
brought in," Jenson said. 


Airport smugglers are using "every 


conceivable means" to bring in drugs, he 
said, mentioning the case of one who at- 
tempted to smuggle cocaine stuffed in- 
side a hollow bowl. He said it would have 
gone through customs if not for an alert 
inspector. 


Airport smugglers also make use of 


people who have no criminal records to 
circumvent customs officials who carry 


lists of people who might attempt to 
smuggle drugs, Jenson said. 


BARTEL CITED statistics showing a 


drop over the last year in the average 
age of a first-time user, from a range in 
the early and mid-20s to as low as 14 
years old. 


In addition to peer group pressures 


that influence adolescents to use drugs, 
he said parental influence can also in- 
duce use by children. 


"Parents have to live a life that's not 


so hedonistically out for a bigger high," 
he said referring to the heavy use of al- 
cohol and prescription drugs by adults.

Planners OK first phase of shop center 


The first phase of the Plaza Verde 


shopping center, to be located near Dun- 
dee and Arlington Heights roads in Buf- 
falo Grove, has received final approval 
from the plan commission. 


The project was approved 3-1 by the 


commission Wednesday night. It will now 
go to the village board for review. 


The developer, Marvin Hymen, said he 


plans to start construction of the shop- 
ping center this spring with occupancy of 
some of the stores planned for this fall. 
The first phase will consist of about 30 
stores and shops and is expected to be 
completed in about two years. 


HYMEN SAID HE is negotiating with 


numerous businesses that are interested 
in leasing space in the shopping center. 
He said he has a definite commitment 
from Eagle Foods. 


Some of the other businesses interested 


are shoe stores, men's, women's and 
children's clothing stores, a cleaners, 
paint and wallpaper store, travel agency, 
drug and liquor store.combination, res- 
taurant, gift shop, boutique, candy store, 
hobby shop, dry goods shop, book store, 
florist, sporting goods store, camera 
shop, office supply store and an import 
shop. 


In addition, the shopping center, which 


is across 
from 
Buffalo Grove High 


School, will have a num'ber of youth-ori- 
ented shops. Some possibilities are a 
record shop, stereo equipment store and 
several clothing stores that cater to teen- 
agers. 


The shopping center will consist of 


three large stores connected by a num- 
ber of smaller stores. All the buildings 
will be one story. 


RONALD GRAIS, Hymen's partner, es- 


timates the shopping center will do about 
$10 million in business annually, after it 
is finished and in operation for 12 to 18 
months. At that volume, the shopping 
center will generate $100,000 a year in 
sales tax revenue for the village. 


Although the sales tax revenue is the 


most substantial, the village also will get 
revenue from property and other taxes 
placed on the shopping center. 


A preliminary plan for the shopping 


center was approved by the village about 
three years ago, prior to the purchase of 
the property by Hymen and Grais. Hy- 
men purchased 11 acres of the 17-acre 
site and asked to change the plan. 


The owner of the remaining six acres 


has not yet submitted a plan, but there is 
a strong possibility a five-story office 


building and a theater-restaurant or a 
double theater will be built on the site. 


COMR. STAN HAARR voted against 


approval of the first phase of the shop- 
ping center because the village engineer 
has not yet approved the plan. Although 
the commission has given approval in 
the past, subject to engineering approv- 
al, Haarr said he is opposed to that pol- 
icy. 


The commission agreed to change the 


policy last week, but members said since 
the developers of the shopping center 
were not informed of it, an exception 
should be made. Following the vote on 
the project, the commission passed a res- 
olution stating that final approval will 
not be given in the future unil a report 
approving the plan is submitted by the 
village engineer. 


Prior to approval of the project, the 


zoning board of appeals approved two 
variations at the rear of the property. 
The first will allow the developer to plant 
only an eight-foot buffer strip instead of 
the usual 12-foot requirement. The zoning 
board also will recommend the developer 
build the shopping center only 33.67 feet 
from the parking lot of a neighboring 
apartment complex. Normally a 50-foot 
setback is required. 


Rains cause 
5-day delay on 
Dundee Rd. 


Thursday's heavy rains will delay 


progress on Dundee Road for about five 
days, but state officials said construction 
is ahead of schedule. 


Albert Sifrer, project engineer for the 


Illinois Division of Highways said paving 
was scheduled to begin today, but will be 
delayed until the ground dries out. He 
said, however, even with the delay, con- 
struction this spring has far exceeded 
what was anticipated. 


The project consists of widening the 


road to four lanes between Elmhurst 
Road and 111. Rte. 53, through Wheeling, 
Buffalo Grove and Arlington Heights. 


So far this year, the contractor has fin- 


ished fine grading two lanes and is al- 
most finished installing two lanes of the 
sub-base. 


Before construction was shut down last 


winter, workmen had paved two lanes 
between Elmhurst Road and a point 
about 300 feet west of Buffalo Grove. Sif- 
rer said if there is no further rain, pav- 
ing should resume sometime next week. 


THE STATE'S schedule calls for com- 


pletion of two lanes up to Rte. 53 by June 
15. He said if weather permits, two lanes 
may be finished before that time. 


After the new lanes are installed, Sif- 


rer said traffic will be shifted from the 
two battered lanes that now exist to the 
new pavement. Workers will then tear 
out those lanes and pour new pavement. 
The entire widening job is scheduled to 
be finished by Oct. 1. 


Sifrer said the state will connect Dun- 


dee Road with the already completed 
realignments of Arlington Heights and 
Buffalo Grove roads once two lanes are 
completed. The realignments are de- 
signed to improve traffic flow across 
Dundee Road. 


In addition to Dundee Road and the 


realignments, the state will repair the 
900-foot section of Arlington 
Heights 


Road, north of Dundee Road. The work 
is scheduled to begin next week, and, ac- 
cording to officials, will necessite closing 
the road for about six weeks. 


State officials and Greco Contractors, 


the firm doing the work, were criticized 
last year by merchants, residents and 
Buffalo Grove officials for not com- 
pleting the work. Sifrer said he is 
pleased with the progress so far this 
year and is optimistic it will be com- 
pleted on time.

Suburb drug use less than Chicago—but plenty available 


by JOHN MAES 


There are fewer hard drug users in the 


suburbs than in Chicago, but don't kid 
yourself that drugs such as LSD and 
PCP, a horse tranquilizer, are not avail- 
able In the suburbs, a drug enforcement 
administrator said Thursday. 


John R. Bartels, administrator of drug 


enforcement for the U.S. Department of 
Justice, said availability and traffic of 
illicit hard drugs in the suburbs is a 
widespread problem but remains some- 
what less than In urban areas. 


Bartels' comments came at a day-long 


seminar sponsored by the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration (DEA) at the 


Palmer House in Chicago. The confer- 
ence was attended by law enforcement 
•officials from throughout the Midwest. 


BARTELS SAID drug availability in 


Chicago's surrounding suburbs "comes 
and goes in spurts" and is not as con- 
stant as markets in major cities. 


"There are a lot of users in the sub- 


urbs but they're using different types of 
drugs," he said. "There are more heroin 
addicts in the city who use it seven days 
a week than there are in the suburbs." 


The illicit drugs used most by subur- 


ban youths include LSD; PCP, a horse 
tranquilizer that sells for about $500 an 
ounce; barbiturates; marijuana, now 


selling for about $100 to $150 a pound or 
50 cents a joint; and hashish, Bartels 
added that one of the biggest problem 
drugs in the suburbs is amphetamines — 
including clinically produced metham- 
phetamines which would cost about $600 
an ounce on the street. 


"These are less addictive drugs that 


are used in the suburban areas," he said. 


BARTELS POINTED out that many il- 


legal drugs are trafficked through junior 
high and high schools and was critical of 
"a great number of school adminis- 
trators who like to ignore the drug prob- 
lem and the fact that there are drugs 
floating round their schools." 


Until several years ago narcotics were 


penetrating the suburbs from dealers 
working totally from the central city 
areas, Bartels said. But more recently 
dealers are making huge profits from the 
drug trade in the suburbs. 


Jerry N. Jenson, DEA regional direc- 


tor for the Chicago area, said the close- 
ness of O'Hare Airport and the network 
of highways connecting the Northwest 
suburbs affects the availability of drugs 
here. 


He said Chicago transportation facil- 


ities are used frequently to smuggle 
drugs in from other countries as well as 


to distribute them to other cities. 


DESPITE TIGHT security at customs 


in the airport "there's still no way, with- 
out a total search, that you're going to be 
able to intercept all the drugs being 
brought in," Jenson said. 


Airport smugglers are using "every 


conceivable means" to bring in drugs, he 
said, mentioning the case of one who at- 
tempted to smuggle cocaine stuffed in- 
side a hollow bowl. He said it would have 
gone through customs if not for an alert 
inspector. 


Airport smugglers also make use of 


people who have no criminal records to 
circumvent customs officials who carry 


lists of people who might attempt to 
smuggle drugs, Jenson said. 


BARTEL CITED statistics showing a 


drop over the last year in the average 
age of a first-time user, from a range in 
the early and mid-20s to as low as 14 
years old. 


In addition to peer group pressures 


that influence adolescents to use drugs, 
he said parental influence can also in- 
duce use by children. 


"Parents have to live a life that's not 


so hedonistically out for a bigger high," 
he said referring to the heavy use of al- 
cohol and prescription drugs by adults.

Vicky, whose Des Plaines home is just 


blocks from Mount Prospect, has known 
Bobby, and his family since he was a 
baby. "Bobby is very close to me: I'm 
very close friends with his mother. He 
became my own very special little boy 
and when we got the news he had the 
vascular disease, well ... all hell broke 
loose." 


Vicky put energy behind her caring, 


recruited her neighbors and set up a 
bake sale, which will be held Saturday 
from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. in front of the 
Jewel Food Store at Dempster Street and 
Elmhurst Road.

Parents expected to rip 
new pilot lunch program

A decision to start a pilot lunch pro- 


gram in three Dist. 26 schools is expected 
to bring an angry group of residents to 
Tuesday nlghts's school board meeting to 
protect the action. 


A campaign designed to inform resi- 


dents of last week's school board deci- 
sion to start the pilot program has been 
under way for the past two days. Leaf- 
lets and a telephone network of neigh- 
bors calling neighbors to tell them about 
the program are being used in an effot to 
get residents to come to Tuesday's board 
meeting. 


The furor surrounds the board's deci- 


sion to start a pilot lunch program at 
Indian Grove, Euclid and Park View 
schools using frozen lunches purchased 
from Mass Feeding Corp. These lunches 
would replace district prepared kitchen 
lunches. 


Parents, lunch program personnel and 


school officials are upset with the deci- 
sions because no consultation with the 
district lunch staff or school principals 
was made before the action was taken. 


PARENTS ALSO SAY the current 


lunch program mets with their satisfac- 
tion and they see no reason to change it, 
The district lunch staff is also concerned 
that it may not have the proper facilities 
to accommodate distribution of Mass 
Feeding Corp. lunches, which must be 
heated from a completely frozen state. 


Officials from Mass Feeding Corp. of 


Elk Grove Village told the board that 
present district kitchen facilities will be 
able to handle the program, which will 
be piloted at the three school starting 


Monday and continue to the end of the 
year. 


Mass Feeding officials visited the 


schools this week to confer with lunch 
program staffers and review equipment. 


The administration has said it will re- 


view the pilot program this summer and 
make a decision on whether to recom- 
mend a complete switchover to the Mass 
Feeding lunch program in the fall. 


THE PILOT PROGRAM will not 


change the cost of lunches, which will re- 
main 40 cents for students. Unlike the 
district prepared lunches, however, the 
lunches from Mass Feeding do not in- 
clude fresh fruit, salad or a baked des- 
sert. 


Dist. 26 provides lunches to seven 


schools including St. Emily's 
School. 


Lunches are prepared in the main kitch- 
en at River Trails Junior High and are 
sent out to each school for distribution. 


Residents upset wth the pilot program 


point out that the junior high kitchen was 
enlarged and remodeled two years ago to 
better accommodate the district's "satel- 
lite" program for distributing lunches. 
Funds for the remodeling came from 
passage of a $525,000 bond referendum. 


Mass Feeding, a subsidiary of Jewel 


Foods, currently provides lunches for six 
of 13 schools in Des Plaines Dist. 62 and 
for seven of 24 schools in Schaumburg 
Dist. 54, 


In Dist. 62 students pay 45 cents for 


lunch and in Dist. 54 lunches cost 55 
cents. Mass Feeding has been providing 
lunches in Dist. 62 for more than a year 
and the program in Dist. 54 has been 
under way since September.

issuing the letter of warning without a 
hearing. The suit contends the board's 
letter "injured and damaged" Slow- 
inski's professional reputation, endanger- 
ing future promotions and assignments. 


SLOWINSKI ALSO contends the board 


issued the letter of warning because of 
his teacher union activities. 


Robbins said the board "puts a com- 


pletely different interpretation" on the 
events surrounding issuance of the letter 
of warning. He said the board denies vio- 
lating the civil rights of the teacher and 
that boardmembers acted in "accor- 
dance with 'the school code." 


Slowinski is asking that the letter of 


warning be removed from his file. 


Dist. 63 officials are still awaiting a 


court hearing on a second lawsuit filed 
by officers of the East Maine Education 
Assn. charging school officials violated 
their civil rights during and after last 
fall's contract dispute. 


The second suit contends the board vio- 


lated union officials' rights to freedom of 
speech by prohibiting teachers from 
wearing buttons referring to negotiations 
during class hours. The EMEA officials 
also claim the board violated teachers' 
rights to due process by placing letters 
of reprimand in the files of teachers who 
continued to wear buttons. 


THE UNION officials contend the 


board's actions were 
"unconstitutional 


and unlawful" and ask that the letters of 
reprimand be removed from the person- 
nel files. 


In unrelated action, the Dist. 63 board 


was granted a 15-day extension to file an 
appeal to a state agency's ruling that the 
district practiced sex discrimination. 


A spokesman for the Fair Employment 


Practices .Commission said yesterday 
that the district has until May 28 to draw 
up a protest petition. Earlier this month, 
an FEPC examiner upheld a complaint 
by Mrs. Colleen Simon that Dist. 63 offi- 
cials failed to hire her in September 1972 
because she had small children.

Suburb drug use less than Chicago—but plenty available 


by JOHN MAES 


There are fewer hard drug users in the 


suburbs than in Chicago, but don't kid 
yourself that drugs such as LSD and 
PCP. a horse tranquilizer, are not avail- 
able in the suburbs, a drug enforcement 
administrator said Thursday. 


John R. Bartels, administrator of drug 


enforcement for the U.S. Department of 
Justice, said availability and traffic of 
illicit hard drugs in the suburbs is a 
widespread problem but remains some- 
what less than in urban areas. 


Bartels' comments came at a day-long 


seminar sponsored by the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration (DEA) at the 


Palmer House in Chicago. The confer- 
ence was attended by law enforcement 
officials from throughout the Midwest. 


BARTELS SAID drug availability in 


Chicago's surrounding suburbs "comes 
and goes in spurts" and is not as con- 
stant as markets in major cities. 


"There are a lot of users in the sub- 


urbs but they're using different types of 
drugs," he said. "There are more heroin 
addicts in the city who use it seven days 
a week than there are in the suburbs." 


The illicit drugs used most by subur- 


ban youths include LSD; PCP, a horse 
tranquilizer that sells for about $500 an 
ounce; barbiturates; marijuana, now 


selling for about $100 to $150 a pound or 
50 cents a joint; and hashish. Bartels 
added that one of the biggest problem 
drugs in the suburbs is amphetamines — 
including clinically produced metham- 
phetamines which would cost about $600 
an ounce on the street, 


"These are less addictive drugs that 


are used in the suburban areas," he said. 


BARTELS POINTED out that many il- 


legal drugs are trafficked through junior 
high and high schools and was critical of 
"a great number of school adminis- 
trators who like to ignore the drug prob- 
lem and the fact that there are drugs 
floating round their schools." 


Until several years, ago narcotics were 


penetrating the suburbs from dealers 
working totally from the central city 
areas, Bartels said. But more recently 
dealers are making huge profits from the 
drug trade in the suburbs. 


Jerry N. Jenson, DEA regional direc- 


tor for the Chicago area, said the close- 
ness of O'Hare Airport and the network 
of highways connecting the Northwest 
suburbs affects the availability of drugs 
here. 


He said Chicago transportation facil- 


ities are used frequently to smuggle 
drugs in from other countries as well as 


to distribute them to other cities. 


DESPITE TIGHT security at customs 


in the airport "there's still no way, with- 
out a total search, that you're going to be 
able to intercept all the drugs being 
brought in," Jenson said. 


Airport smugglers are using "every 


conceivable means" to bring in drugs, he 
said, mentioning the case of one who at- 
tempted to smuggle cocaine stuffed in- 
side a hollow bowl. He said it would have 
gone through customs if not for an alert 
inspector. 


Airport smugglers also make use of 


people who have no criminal records to 
circumvent customs officials who carry 


lists of people who might attempt to 
smuggle drugs, Jenson said. 


BARTEL CITED statistics showing a 


drop over the last year in the average 
age of a first-time user, from a range in 
the early and mid-20s to as low as 14 
years old. 


In addition to peer group pressures 


that influence adolescents to use drugs, 
he said parental influence can also in- 
duce use by children. 


"Parents have to live a life that's not 


so hedonistically out for a bigger high," 
he said referring to the heavy use of al- 
cohol and prescription drugs by adults.

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Schools preparing 
reply to state's 
critical survey 


by BOB GALLAS 


School Dist. 59, facing the possibility of 


losing several million dollars in state aid 
next year, is preparing a response to a 
state evaluator's report which says the 
district doesn't meet state educational 
requirements in several areas. 


The district's response to the eval- 


uation will be presented to the school 
board for approval at its meeting Mon- 
day night. 


The district was visited by a team of 


^valuators from the Office of the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction in 
January. The state evaluation is a regu- 
lar process that occurs every four years. 


For what is believed to be the first 


time, the district did not receive state 
recognition following the visit, but was 
notified its status was "pending until fur- 
ther review." 


If state recognition is not received, the 


state could technically withhold state aid 
to the district until the district proves it 
is satisfying state standards. 


DISTRICT SUPT. James Erviti, said 


the district is making every effort to ei- 
ther answer the alleged deficiencies with 
proof that the district is meeting state 
standards or by complying with sugges- 
tions set forth in the evaluation, 


Erviti added that he was sure that 


Dist. 59 would receive state recognition, 
and didn't think there was much possi- 
bility of the state withholding state aid 
funds. 


"It would be embarrassing to them to 


withhold aid to a district as fine as Dist. 
$9." said the superintendent. 


A spokesman for State Supt. of Public 


Instruction. Michael J. Bakalis, con- 
curred with Ervitl's observation, adding 
that while it is possible for a school dis- 
trict to forfeit state aid if it doesn't meet 
the state standards, such action is "dras- 
tic" and rarely happens. 


"DEFICIENCIES" CITED in the state 


evaluation report include: 


• "Concern about the weakness, al- 


most absence, of a health program." 


• No visible career education pro- 


gram. 


• The failure of learning center direc- 


tors to meet qualification requirements 
for personnel.

Traffic signal has village officials 'seeing purple' 


A traffic light at Arlington Heights and 


Biesterfield roads in Elk Grove Village 
has village officials "seeing purple." 


Village Pres. Charles Zettek and the 


trustees object to a proposed light sys- 
tem change at the intersection. The new 
system has been a source of trouble to 
drivers, police and village officials since 
it was installed in March. 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis said Cook 


County Highway Department traffic divi- 
sion officials have notified him that the 
present left-turn-on-a-protected-arrow se- 
quence no longer will be used at that in- 
tersection. 


The exact date of the light signaliza- 


tion change will be announced shortly. 


"FOR A TRIAL period Cook County 


will change the light signal sequence, us- 
ing just straight red, yellow and green 
light signals at the intersection. Drivers 
will no longer have to wait for the left 
turn green arrow, but will now be able to 
make a left turn on the green light," said 
Willis. 


In late March, police and village offi-

CTA strike imminent?

Some 11,000 employes of the Chicago 


Transit Authority planned to go on strike 
at midnight last night, creating a trans- 
portation crisis for Chicago's 3.5 million 
residents. 


Although spokesmen in several places 


said they doubted the strike by the 
Amalgamated Transit Union would hap- 
pen, preparations were being made to 
handle the onslought of displaced passen- 
gers. 


The Chicago & North Western Ry., 


with lines paralleling three CTA routes, 
Thursday was considering an additional 
run in the early morning on each line. 
The North Western has no unused cars to 
add to its routes, and would have to send 
early trains back out to pick up more 
passengers.

Lust of a series 


An alternative to Little League base- 


ball makes Its debut into Elk Grove Vil- 
lage this summer and it will be inter- 
esting to see the response to the alterna- 
tive — 16-inch, slow-pitch softball. 


Absent from the program will be the 


extras, young people in the village have 
grown up with — uniforms, managers, 
coaches, playoffs, trophies and virtually 
all fans. 


The games will be part of regular park 


district programming and will be played 
in the afternoons. 


CRITICS OF LITTLE League-type op- 


erations have proposed softball as one al- 
ternative to hardball. They reason that 
boys under 12 don't have the quick re- 
flexes necessary to play the game. Soft- 
ball would give them the opportunity to 
leam the skills in a safe environment. 


The softball league will also have an- 


other interesting aspect. To encourage 
n e i g h b o r h o o d teams, boys will be 
allowed to sign up as a whole team, as 
part of a team or individually. Overall, 
the league is set up to resemble a neigh- 
borhood sandlot game, with the addition 
of professional recreation supervision and 
team tee-shirts. 


The important question is whether 


boys will accept the alternative, Do they 
want to leave all the trappings that go 
along with organized baseball in the vil- 
lage? 


Actually, both programs will offer defi- 


nite advantages to young people. Those 
participating in the organized Boys Base- 
ball Assn., despite all the extras that 
sometimes makes a youngster lose sight 
of what he's doing, will have the benefit 
of coaching and direct adult supervision. 


The softball league, meanwhile, will 


add a new dimension to baseball in the 
village. With no direct adult supervision, 
the game will be returned <to the boys. 
They'll be responsible for organizing the 
team, making out lineups and calling all 
the "strategy" in the game — an oppor- 
tunity that so far has been reserved for 
adults in the community. 


OTHER PITFALLS of Little League- 


type baseball operations that critics cite, 
such as elbow strain and mental pres- 
sure too great for youngsters, will be 
eliminated in the softball setup. 


For those in a boys' baseball program, 


the responsibility will lie with the par- 
ents to make sure things don't get out of 
hand. 


Many critics of Little League, and oth- 


er over-organized programs, have of- 
fered questions for parents to ask them- 
selves in rating their own son's baseball 
program, including: 


• Are family trips or vacations can- 


celed or postponed because junior's team 
needs him for the "big game?" 


• Is the importance of winning or los- 


ing exaggerated or over emphasized? 


• Do parents, caught up in the desire 


to win, insult umpires or question their 
authority or competence? 


• Are parent managers and coaches 


more interested in the team, than in the 
individuals who make up the team? 


• Is victory rewarded with trophies, 


titles, publicity, trips and dinners? 


• Are children who need the game 


most, those with the least ability, usually 
ignored and played least? 


• Are parents more interested in the 


game than the boys playing it? 


• Do children play the game the way 


adults think it should be played, with 
parents calling all the shots? 


• Do parents encourage their young- 


sters into taking the game too seriously? 


• Is Little League baseball in your 


community big business? 


Too many yesses should make a parent 


take a hard look at their league. 


One final alternative to organized base- 


ball as practiced today would be to re- 
vert back to the old ways, the ways 
Little League founder Carl Stotz had in 
mind when he started the program in 
1939. 


All the fancy frills — trophies, dinners, 


parent dances and other activities that 
have become associated with boys' base- 
ball programs over the years — would be 
eliminated and the boys would only be 
getting together for a game of baseball. 


Sounds simple, doesn't it. 
About as simple as pitching to Hank 


Aaron.

Suburb drug use less than Chicago—but plenty available

There are fewer hard drug users in the 


suburbs than in Chicago, but don't kid 
yourself that drugs such as LSD and 
PCP, a hone tranquilizer, are not avail- 
able in the suburbs, a drug enforcement 
administrator said Thursday. 


John R. Bartels, administrator of drug 


enforcement for the U.S. Department of 
Justice, said availability and traffic of 
illicit hard drugs in the suburbs is a 
widespread problem but remains some- 
what less than in urban areas. 


Bartels' comments came at a day-long 


seminar sponsored by the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration (DEA) at the 


Palmer House in Chicago. The confer- 
ence was attended by law enforcement 
officials from throughout the Midwest. 


BARTELS SAID drug availability in 


Chicago's surrounding suburbs "comes 
and goes in spurts" and is not as con- 
stant as markets in major cities. 


"There are a lot of users in the sub- 


urbs but they're using different types of 
drugs," he said. "There are more heroin 
addicts in the city who use it seven days 
a week than there are in the suburbs." 


The illicit drugs used most by subur- 


ban youths include LSD; PCP, a horse 
tranquilizer that sells for about $500 an 
ounce; barbiturates; marijuana, now 


selling for about $100 to $150 a pound or 
50 cents a joint; and hashish. Bartels 
added' that one of the biggest problem 
drugs in the suburbs is amphetamines — 
including clinically produced metham- 
phetamines which would cost about $600 
an ounce on the street. 


"These are less addictive drugs that 


are used in the suburban areas," he said. 


BARTELS POINTED out that many il- 


legal drugs are trafficked through junior 
high and high schools and was critical of 
"a great number of school adminis- 
trators who like to ignore the drug prob- 
lem and the fact that there are drugs 
floating round their schools." 


Until several years ago narcotics were 


penetrating the suburbs from dealers 
working totally from the central city 
areas, Bartels said. But more recently 
dealers are making huge profits from the 
drug trade in the suburbs. 


Jerry N. Jenson, DEA regional direc- 


tor for the Chicago area, said the close- 
ness of O'Hare Airport and the network 
of highways connecting the Northwest 
suburbs affects the availability of drugs 
here. 


He said Chicago transportation facil- 


ities are used frequently to smuggle 
drugs in from other countries as well as 


to distribute them to other cities. 


DESPITE TIGHT security at customs 


in the airport "there's still no way, with- 
out a total search, that you're going to be 
able to intercept all the drugs being 
brought in," Jenson said. 


Airport smugglers are using "every 


conceivable means" to bring in drugs, he 
said, mentioning the case of one who at- 
tempted to smuggle cocaine -stuffed in- 
side a hollow bowl. He said it would have 
gone through customs if not for an alert 
inspector. 


Airport smugglers also make use of 


people who have no criminal records to 
circumvent customs officials who carry 


lists of people who might attempt to 
smuggle drugs, Jenson said. 


BARTEL CITED statistics showing a 


drop over the last year in the average 
age of a first-time user, from a range in 
the early and mid-20s to as low as 14 
years old. 


In addition to peer group pressures 


that influence adolescents to use drugs, 
he said parental influence can also in- 
duce use by children. 


"Parents have to live a life that's not 


so hedonistically out for a bigger high," 
he said referring to the heavy use of al- 
cohol and prescription drugs by adults.

Changes urged for office-bank complex 


Changes were recommended for ap- 


proval Thursday night by Palatine zon- 
ers in the arrangement of buildings in a 
commercial center scheduled for con- 
struction this summer on Northwest 
Highway between Plum Grove Road and 
Benton Street in Palatine. The village 
board will make a final decision Monday 
night. 


The retail store-bank complex, located 


west of the Palatine public library site, 
on seven acres, received the variation af- 
ter a week's delay. Zoning officials, who 
thought they could rule only on a minor 
technicality at a May 9 hearing, refused 
to consider the larger variation for the 
commercial segment of the property. 


On Monday, the village board ordered 


the zoning board of appeals to proceed, 
after village attorneys ruled that the 
variations requested by developer Winn 
C. Davidson could be considered by the 
zoning board along with the library's 
technical changes. 


DAVIDSON TOLD the zoning board at 


the Thursday night hearing that he wants 
to build a one-story L-shaped retail cen- 


ter along the south and west sides of the 
property, instead of a two-story building 
with shops on the first floor and offices 
on the second. The change stems from 
Davidson's plans to construct a library 
larger than his original proposal two 
years ago. 


The 1972 plan called for completion of 


the bank in two stages. Under the new 
proposal, the entire structure will be 
completed in one construction period. 


"Our plans right now are to start con- 
struction this summer and get it done as 
fast as we can," Davidson said. 


Davidson told the board that the 


changed plans were desirable for two 
reasons. First, the one-story buildings 
would be more pleasing for homeowners 
to the south, and second, Davidson said, 
the builder would rather have more retail 
space, since office space would be avail- 
able in the larger bank building.

Vicky, whose Des Plaines home is just 


blocks from Mount Prospect, has known 
Bobby and his family since he was a 
baby. ''Bobby is very close to me. I'm 
very close friends with his mother. He 
became my own very special little boy 
and when we got the news he had the 
vascular disease, well ... all hell broke 
loose." 


Vicky put energy behind her caring, 


recruited her neighbors and set up a 
bake sale, which will be held Saturday 
from 9 a m to 6 p.m. in front of the 
Jewel Food Stote at Dempster Street and 
Elmhurst Road.

"We've had a lot of little conferences. 


We sat down with our husbands and got 
their okay Now we intend to go as far as 
the public allows us to go," Vicky said.

The citizens banded together 
following an incident hours earlier in 
which Mrs. Schwarz's 7-year-old daugh- 
ter Barbara was bitten by the dog, she 
said. 


Barbara has been the fourth child in 


the northeast section of Hanover Park 
bitten, reportedly, by the Tresidder dog 
since November, police said. 


The dog has had its rabies shots, but is 


presently undergoing a 10-day impound- 
ment at the Tresidder home to check for 
possible signs of the disease. 


"We're trying to get that dog out of the 


neighborhood," Mrs. Schwarz said. "Ev- 
eryone is scared to let their kids out." 


SHE NOTED THE fear for children's 


safety increased greatly after the Kirby 
child was injured on April 9. Mrs. Kirby 
said her doctor recommended her daugh- 
ter receive plastic surgery to mask the 
scars. 


The Kirby girl was standing on the Tre- 


sidder front porch waiting for a girl to 
come out when the dog jumped through 
the open top half of the screen door and 
bit her, Mrs. Kirby said. 


The child ran home with the right ear 


lobe hanging from the rest of her ear and 
was driven immediately by Mrs. Kirby 
to Alexian Brothers Medical Center, Elk 
Grove Village said Mrs. Kirby. 


The four children who were bitten did 


not provoke the attacks, Mrs. Schwarz 
said, adding her daughter was walking to 
school when she was reportedly jumped 
by the dalmatian. A young boy and girl 
also living on Hawthorn Lane were re- 
portedly bitten by the Tresidder dog in 
separate incidents. 


MRS. TRESIDDER said the family is 


planning to give the animal away once 
the impoundment period is over. "He is 


not a vicious dog," she said, adding he 
has' never bothered her children or 
nieces and nephews that have come to 
visit. 


She admitted the dog has gotten loose 


several times but noted most dogs do get 
away from their owners at one time or 
another. She said she had not seen any of 
the alleged dog assaults. 


Mrs. Kirby said she wants the dog de- 


stroyed. Mrs. Schwarz said impoundment 
in a "safe" place like an animal hospital 
would be agreeable. Giving the animal 


away would only shift the possibility of 
another child being attacked to another 
neighborhood, both women contended. 


"The whole neighborhood is scared," 


Mrs. Schwarz said. "Everyone walks big 
circles around the house (Tresidder resi- 
dence)." Mrs. Kirby said since the in- 
cident she has had to walk her daughter 
to the school bus stop every day while 
the girl clings to her. 


"You don't see kids playing outside 


any more. Mothers are keeping them in 
the house or in the backyards."

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Suburb drug use less than Chicago—but plenty available 


by JOHN MAES 


There are fewer hard drug users in the 


suburbs than In Chicago, but don't kid 
yourself that drugs such as LSD and 
PCP, a horse tranquilizer, are not avail- 
able in the suburbs, a drug enforcement 
administrator said Thursday. 


John R. Bartels. administrator of drug 


enforcement for the U.S. Department of 
Justice, said availability and traffic of 
illicit hard drugs in the suburbs is a 
widespread problem but remains some* 
what less than in urban areas. 


Bartels' comments came at a day-long 


seminar sponsored by the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration 
(DEA) at 
the 


Palmer House in Chicago. The confer- 
ence was attended by law enforcement 
officials from throughout the Midwest. 


BARTELS SAID drug availability in 


Chicago's surrounding suburbs "comes 
and goes in spurts" and is not as con- 
stant as markets in major cities. 


"There are a lot of users in the sub- 


urbs but they're using different types of 
drugs," he said. "There are more heroin 
addicts in the city who use it seven days 
a week than there are in the suburbs." 


The illicit drugs used most by subur- 


ban youths include LSD; PCP, a horse 
tranquilizer that sells for about $300 an 
ounce; barbiturates; 
marijuana, now 


selling for about $100 to $150 a pound or 
50 cents a joint; and hashish. Bartels ' 
added that one of the biggest problem , 
drugs in the suburbs is amphetamines — 
including clinically produced metham- 
phetamines which would cost about $600 
an ounce on the street. 


"These are less addictive drugs that 


are used in the suburban areas," he said. 


BARTELS POINTED out that many il- 


legal drugs are trafficked through junior 
high and high schools and was critical of 
"a great number of school adminis- 
trators who like to ignore the drug prob- 
lem and the fact that there are drugs 
floating round their schools." 


Until Several years ago narcotics were 


penetrating the suburbs from dealers 
working totally from the central city 
areas, Bartels said, But more recently 
dealers are making huge profits from the 
drug trade in the suburbs. 


Jerry N. Jenson, DEA regional direc- 


tor for the Chicago area, said the close- 
ness of O'Hare Airport and the network 
of highways connecting the Northwest 
suburbs affects the availability of drugs 
here. 


He said Chicago transportation facil- 


ities are used frequently to smuggle 
drugs in from other countries as well as 


to distribute them to other cities. 


DESPITE TIGHT security at customs 


in the airport "there's still no way, with- 
out a total search, that you're going to be 
able to intercept all the drugs being 
brought in," Jenson said. 


Airport smugglers are using "every 


conceivable means" to bring in drugs, he 
said, mentioning the case of one who at- 
tempted to smuggle cocaine stuffed in- 
side a hollow bowl. He said it would have 
gone through customs if not for an alert 
inspector. 


Airport smugglers also make use of 


people who have no'criminal records to 
circumvent customs officials who carry 


lists of people who might attempt to 
smuggle drugs, Jenson said. 


BARTEL CITED statistics showing a 


drop over the last year in the average 
age of a first-time user, from a range in 
the early and mid-20s to as low as 14 
years old. 


In addition to peer group pressures 


that influence adolescents to use drugs, 
he said parental influence can also in- 
duce use by children. 


"Parents have to live a life that's not 


so hedonistically out for a bigger high," 
he said referring to the heavy use of al- 
cohol and prescription drugs by adults.

"You won't believe what's happened in 


one short week." exclaimed Vicky Good- 
bar, who has just been handed the title of 
district chairman of the Kidney Founda- 
tion of Illinois, 


The 28-year-old housewife and mother 


of two. who never "really got out and got 
involved" in volunteer work of any kind, 
now Is organizing, planning, calling and 
seeking help on projects to benefit the 
Kidney Foundation, 


IT BEGAN WITH the plight of a 


7-year-old Palatine boy, Bobby Hunn, 
who has spent nine of the past 12 months 
in a hospital being treated for a vascular 
disease that is destroying his blood ves- 
sles and kidneys, The boy is a diabetic 
and can only use a kidney machine for a 
short time. He needs a kidney transplant 
and kidney transplants cost big money. 


Vicky, whose Des Plaines home is just 


blocks from Mount Prospect, has known 
Bobby and his family since he was a 
baby. "Bobby is very close to me; I'm 
very close friends with his mother. He 
became my own very special little boy 
and when we got the news he had the 
vascular disease, well . . . all hell broke 
loose." 


Vicky put energy behind her caring, 


recruited her neighbors and set up a 
bake sale, which will be held Saturday 
from 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. in front of the 
Jewel Food Store at Dempster Street and 
Elmhurst Road. The dimes, nickels and, 
hopefully, dollars they collect will be- 
come a part of a fund set up for Bobby 
at the Schaumburg State Bank, 320 W. 
Hlgglns Rd., Schaumburg.

from D a.m. to 6 p.m. down the street 
from the Jewel at Shakey's Pizza, 865 S.

THE CARING didn't stop there, Vicky, 


disturbed by Bobby's struggle started 
calling people to find out what's being 
done for children and adults stricken 
with kidney disease. 


"I called one number and they gave 


me more numbers, and more numbers 
until 1 got through to the director of the 
Kidney Foundation. I told him I wanted 
to do something constructive but I was a 
layman and didn't know how to go about 
it." she said. 


The man she was talking to was Rich- 


ard Demeure, executive director of the 
state agency. 


He's the man who landed a bomb on 


my head. He said, 'Gee, you can be in 


charge of the whole area out there'," 
Vicky laughed. The next day she re- 
ceived a mailbox full of information, 
fund-raising ideas, offers of speakers and 
plans for events. 


"I called him back and asked him if he 


was trying to tell me something. I start- 
ed with a bake sale for Bobby and now 
I'm a chairman." 


ANY GOOD chairman needs a co- 


chairman and Vicky was able to quickly 
recruit her neighbors and friends Sharon 
Kesler and Carol Gavin. 


"I went over to Sharon one day and 


said, what are you doing for the next two 
weeks. When she said, nothing, I said, 
good — you're going to bake. All she 
wanted to know was what she was bak- 
ing for. From there on she became my 
right arm. I told Carol Bobby's story and 
she asked if she could help out. 


"We've had a lot of little conferences. 


We sat down with our husbands and got 
their okay. Now we intend to go as far as 
the public allows us to go," Vicky said. 


The public — from Des Palines to Elk 


Grove Village, Mount Prospect, Prospect 
Heights, Arlington Heights, and as many 
other Northwest suburbs as the three can 
hit — will be hearing and seeing a lot of 
the new recruits. 


MAY 25 THEY will hold a Walk for 


Kidneys with young and old taking a 10- 
mile hike to raise money for the founda- 
tion. Countryside Bank and men from the 
Des Plaines Fire Department have of- 
fered to sponsor some of the walkers. 
Residents can also pledge money per 
mile. 


Local businesses, including Shakey's 


Pizza, Burger King, and the Golden 
Bear, have offered food to those who 
take part in the walk.

Danny Thomas drank coffee and 


smoked his cigar a Woodfield Shop- 
ping Center Thursday as he talked 
once again about the saint he met 
and spoke to in Detroit in 1937. 


It was St. Jude Thaddeus, the saint 


of the hopeless. 


Thomas has devoted his life and 


work to fulfilling his vow to that 
saint — St. Jude's Research Chil- 
dren's Hospital is the result of that 
vow. 


St. Jude and Danny Thomas are 


' now inseparable in the minds of a lot 
of people. Thomas has made the fa- 
mous children's hospital his work for 
years now. 


This work brought him to the 


Northwest suburbs Thursday, just as 
it takes him across the nation raising 
funds. 


THE DANNY THOMAS who hit it 


big at the 5100 Club on Chicago's 
South Side in 1943, who hit the big 
time in a thousand cafes with his rou 
tine "No Jack," and who later fa- 
thered actress Mario Thomas, is also 


the man who made a hospital hap- 
pen. But nevertheless, times have 
changed since the old days. 


Just ask John Burlini. He remem- 


bers when Danny couldn't spare a 
dime. 


Burlini approached Thomas Thurs- 


day with a photograph taken in 1943 
at the 5100 Club. Pictures were 
Thomas, Burlini and h's wife and 
John Ramoni, an old buddy of Dan- 
ny's and Burlini's cousin.

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Suburb drug use less than Chicago—but plenty available 


by JOHN MAES 


There are fewer hard drug users in the 


suburbs than in Chicago, but don't kid 
yourself that drugs such as LSD and 
PCP. a horse tranquilizer, are not avail- 
able In the suburbs, a drug enforcement 
administrator said Thursday, 


John R. Bartels. administrator of drug 


enforcement for the U.S. Department of 
Justice, said availability and traffic of 
illicit hard drugs in the suburbs is a 
widespread problem but remains some- 
what less than in urban areas. 


Bartels' comments came at a day-long 


seminar sponsored by the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration (DEA) at 
the 


Palmer House in Chicago. The confer- 
ence was attended by law enforcement 
officials from throughout the Midwest 


BARTELS SAID drug availability in 


Chicago's surrounding suburbs "comes 
and goes in spurts" and is not as con- 
stant as markets in major cities. 


"There are a lot of users in the sub- 


urbs but they're using different types of 
drugs," he said. "There are more heroin 
addicts in the city who use it seven days 
a week than there are in the suburbs." 


The illicit drugs used most by subur- 


ban youths include LSD; PCP, a horse 
tranquilizer that sells for about $500 an 
ounce; barbiturates; marijuana, now 


selling for about $100 to $150 a pound or 
50 cents a joint; and hashish. Bartels 
added that one of the biggest problem 
drugs in the suburbs is amphetamines — 
including clinically produced metham- 
plietamines which would cost about $600 
an ounce on the street. 


"These are less addictive drugs that 


are used in the suburban areas," h,e said. 


BARTELS POINTED out that many il- 


legal drugs are trafficked through junior 
high and high schools and was critical of 
"a great number of school adminis- 
trators who like to ignore the drug prob- 
lem and the fact -that there are drugs 
floating round their schools." 


Until several years ago narcotics were 


penetrating the suburbs from dealers 
working totally from the central city 
areas, Bartels said. But more recently 
dealers are making huge profits from the 
drug trade in the suburbs. 


Jerry N. Jenson, DEA regional direc- 


tor for the Chicago area, said the close- 
ness of O'Hare Airport and the network 
of highways/ connecting the Northwest 
suburbs affects the availability of drugs 
here. 


He said Chicago transportation facil- 


ities are used frequently to smuggle 
drugs in from other countries as well as 


to distribute them to other cities. 


DESPITE TIGHT security at customs 


in the airport "there's still no way, with- 
out a total search, that you're going to be 
able to intercept all the drugs being 
brought in," Jenson said. 


Airport smugglers are using "every 


conceivable means" to bring in drugs, he 
said, mentioning the case of one who at- 
tempted to smuggle cocaine stuffed in- 
side a hollow bowl. He said it would have 
gone through customs if not for an alert 
inspector. 


Airport smugglers also make use of 


people who have no criminal records to 
circumvent customs officials who carry 


lists of people who might attempt to 
smuggle drugs, Jenson said. 
' 


BARTEL CITED statistics showing a 


drop over the last year in the average 
age of a first-time user, from a range in 
the early and mid-20s to as low as 14 
years old. 


In addition to peer group pressures 


that influence adolescents to use drugs, 
he said parental influence can also in- 
duce use by children. 


"Parents have to live a life that's not 


so hedonistically out for a bigger high," 
he said referring to the heavy use of al- 
cohol and prescription drugs by adults.

Moderate-income housing to open

Schaumburg Green, a state and feder- 


ally subsidized apartment complex will 
open next month to provide housing for 
families of mixed income levels. 


Of the 367 units now being completed 


by builder Marvin Meyers, 110 apart- 
ments will be reserved for families who 
qualify for rental subsidy under HUD 236 
guidelines, said Don Rose, an Illinois 
Housing Development Authority spokes- 
man. The 40-acre complex is on the south 
side of Wise Road east of Centex- 
Schaumburg Industrial Park. First units 
will open in June and completion is due 
in September. 


Meyers refused to discuss Schaumburg 


Green yesterday. But last month he ex- 
pressed concern about community reac- 
tion to publicity on the complex. 


AT THAT TIME Meyers said he hoped 


Schaumburg residents would accept the 
project on its own merit before they real- 
ized a portion was set aside for moder- 
ate-income families. 


Rose said that all units in the complex 


are identical except in size and separate 
units have not been set aside for subsi- 
dized rental. However, only two-and 
three-bedroom units, as required by 
HUD; will be offered to moderate-income 
tenants, he said. A swimming pool and 
'bath house provide recreational facilities 
within the development. 


Market value rentals for these units 


range from $215 to $265 plus a $14 per 
month utilities charge, Rose said. 


But qualifying families, earning be- 


tween $8,000 and $17,000 per year, de- 
pending on the number of family mem- 
bers, can rent a two-bedroom unit for 
$148 or three bedroom apartment for 


$182, plus the utilities charge. One bed- 
room units start at $179, but are not in- 
cluded in the subsidy program, Rose 
said. 


He explained that lower rents are pos- 


sible because the project was financed 
with money IHDA gets from sale of tax 
exempt notes and bonds. 


"This makes for substantial savings 


compared with conventional financing," 
Rose commented. 


Federal funds further reduce costs. 


The savings must be passed on to all ten- 


ants including those who pay market val- 
ue rents. 


ROSE SAID Meyers' $6.9 million IHDA 


mortgage was closed in June, 1972. The 
40 acres on which the complex is being 
built were originally part of Centex- 
Schaumburg Industrial Park and were 
rezoned for multiple development 
in 


April 1972. 


In this type of project profit is limited, 


though stringent architectural and con- 
struction codes must be met, Rose said. 


"The project must be in keeping with 


development in the rest of the commu- 
nity and applicants for subsidized rental 
are carefully and thoroughly screened," 
he said. 


He said the philosophy of mixed" in- 


come housing is that of building "some- 
thing accessible to people of moderate 
income but not to concentrate and make 
it totally stereotyped 236 housing."

A member of a Hanover Park house-

Named in the complaint is a member 


of the Dennis Tresidder family, 7016 
Hawthorne Ln. Police refused to name 
the individual pending his arrest. The 
person is charged with harboring and 
maintaining a vicious animal. Bond has 
been set at $1,000. 


The complaint was signed by Patricia 


Kirby, 7028 Hawthorne Ln., mother of the 
5-year-old girl who received 80 stitches to 
repair a torn ear lobe and close two 
gashes on the right cheek. 


THE ACTION WAS taken after 20 resi- 


dents went to the police station Tuesday 
night to ask what could be done about 
containing or getting rid of the dog, said 
Mrs. Heidrun Schwarz, of 7011 Haw- 
thorne Lji The citizens banded together 
following an incident hours earlier in 
which Mrs. Schwarz's 7-year-old daugh- 
ter Barbara was bitten by the dog, she 
said 


Barbara has been the fourth child in 


the northeast section of Hanover Park 
bitten, reportedly, by the Tresidder dog 
since November, police said. 


The dog has had its rabies shots, but is 


presently undergoing a 10-day impound- 
ment at the Tresidder home to check for 
possible signs of the disease 


"We're trying to get that dog out of the 


neighborhood," Mrs. Sphwarz said. "Ev- 
eryone is scared to let their kids out." 


SHE NOTED THE fear for children's 


safety increased greatly after the Kirby 
child was injured on April 9 Mrs Kirby 
said her doctor recommended her daugh- 
ter receive plastic surgery to mask the 
scars. 


The Kirby girl was standing on the Tre- 


sidder front porch waiting for a girl to 
come out when the dog jumped through 
the open top half of the screen door and 
bit her, Mrs. Kirby said. 


The child ran home with the right ear 


lobe hanging from the rest of her ear and 
was driven immediately by Mrs Kirby 
to Alexian Brothers Medical Center, Elk 
Grove Village said Mrs Kirby 


The four children who were bitten did 


not provoke the attacks, Mrs. Schwarz 
said, adding her daughter was walking to 
school when she was reportedly jumped 
by the dalmatian A young boy and girl 


also living on Hawthorn Lane were re- 
portedly bitten by the Tresidder dog in 
separate incidents. 


MRS. TRESIDDER said the family is 


planning to give the animal away once 
the impoundment period is over "He is 
not a vicious dog," she said, adding he 
has never bothered her children or 
nieces and nephews that have come to 
visit 


She admitted the dog has gotten loose 


several times but noted most dogs do get 
away from their owners at one time or 
another. She said she had not seen any of 
the alleged dog assaults. 


Mrs. Kirby said she wants the dog de- 


stroyed. Mrs. Schwarz said impoundment 
in a "safe" place like an animal hospital 
would be agreeable. Giving the animal 
away would only Shift the possibility of 
another child being attacked to another 
neighborhood, both women contended. 


"The whole neighborhood is scared," 


Mrs Schwarz said. "Everyone walks big 
circles around the house (Tresidder resi- 
dence) " Mrs Kirby said since the in- 
cident she has had to walk her daughter 
to the school bus stop every day white 
the girl clings to her. 


"You don't see kids playing outside 


any more Mothers are keeping them in 
the house or in the backyards."

Four men will be added to force 
$891,240 police budget adds one car 


One more police patrol car will be 


available to Hoffman Estates residents 
afer Nov. 1, but the addition is unlikely 
to increase service or reduce 
time 


required to answer an emergency call 
for help. 


The addition will simply toelp the Hoff- 


man Estates Police Department keep up 
with increased demands for its services. 
The hiring of four new patrolmen to man 
the extra squad car is provided in the 
proposed 1974-75 village budget under re- 
view by the village board finance com- 
mittee. 


The police budget was combed in detail 


Wednesday night, and came out of, the 
review with only a $200 cut in the 
$891,440 proposed last week. The figure 
represents a 28 per cent increase over 
expenditures in 1973-74, which closed out 
at $698,850. 


In an executive budget session at 8 


p.m. Tuesday, the committee will set ad- 
ministrative salaries for the new budget. 


THE MANPOWER INCREASE is not 


as much as Police Chief John O'Connell 
had hoped for. O'Connell had requested 
the addition of nine new patrolmen, al- 
lowing five men to man the extra patrol 
car around the clock. The cut to four will 
mean that squad car will be out of ser- 
vice during one shift. 


The other men opped off O'Connell's 


request would have permitted promotion 
of a man to sergeant, assignment of an 
extra man to the 3 to 11 p.m. shift when 
police work is busiest and assignment of 
two more men to the detective division. 
The department now has only three de- 
tectives, not enough to provide 24-hour 
coverage, said O'Connell. 


The four new men will bring the depart- 


ment roster, including the chief, to 42. 


The increased manpower is only part 


of the reason the police department 
budget is increasing 28 per cent. Depart- 
ment personnel are getting pay raises, 
equipment must be purchased for the 
new men and equipment and supplies 
must be purchased for the entire depart- 
ment. Inflation contributes to the in- 
crease, and some of the equipment and 
supplies O'Connell will purchase will be 
items he did not have to buy last year, 
either because he had surpluses of the 
items or because existing equipment had 
not yet worn out. 


O'CONNELL PLEADED with the com- 


mittee to reinstate at least a small provi- 
sion for a pistol firing practice range, so 
that the facility can be built if a federal 


grant is available. The range is not 
shown anywhere in the budget. O'Connell 
said it still may be possible to get a 
grant, even though it has been turned 
down previously, if the village can prove 
regional use of the facility. He said other 
police departments would use the firing 
range, estimated to cost $45,000. The 
committee agreed to consider his request 
after it reviews the entire village budget. 


Other staff additions will come in 


street department, engineering, building 
and clerk's offices. The street depart- 
ment will gain a maintenance man. A 
new engineer and a new electrical in- 
specor will be added, with the inspector 
starting immediately and the engineer 


probably in August. The clerk's office 
will gain a typist in September. 


ALTHOUGH THE proposed budget 


does not provide for a special census this 
year, that item may be added. Finance 
committee members estimate the addi- 
tion of 600 people in the village, and the 
resulting increase in sales and motor fuel 
tax revenue to the village would pay the 
census cost. If more than 600 new resi- 
dents were counted, the additional tax 
revenues would be profit to the village. 


Village Mgr. George Longmeyer and 


Finance Officer John Tsao were directed 
to investigate the estimated population 
increase, to determine whether a special 
census would be profitable.

Suburb drug use less than Chicago—but plenty available 


by JOHN MAES 


There are fewer hard drug users in the 


suburbs than in Chicago, but don't kid 
yourself that drugs such as LSD and 
PCP, a horse tranquilizcr, are not avail- 
able in the suburbs, a drug enforcement 
administrator said Thursday. 


John R, Bartels. administrator of drug 


enforcement for the U.S. Department of 
Justice, said availability and traffic of 
illicit hard drugs in the suburbs is a 
widespread problem but remains some- 
what less than in urban areas. 


Bartels' comments came at a day-long 


seminar sponsored by the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration (DEA) at the 


Palmer House in Chicago. The confer- 
ence was attended by law enforcement 
officials from throughout the Midwest. 


BARTELS SAID drug availability in 


Chicago's surrounding suburbs "comes 
and goes in spurts" and is not as con- 
stant as markets in major cities. 


"There are a lot of users in the sub- 


urbs but they're using different types of 
drugs," he said. "There are more heroin 
addicts in the city who use it seven days 
a week than there are in the suburbs." 


The illicit drugs used most by subur- 


ban youths include LSD; PCP, a horse 
tranquilizer that sells for about $500 an 
ounce; barbiturates; 
marijuana, now 


selling for about $100 to $150 a pound or 
50 cents a joint; and hashish. Bartels 
added that one of the biggest problem 
drugs in the suburbs is amphetamines — 
including clinically produced metham- 
phetamines which would cost about $600 
an ounce on the street. 


"These are less addictive drugs that 


are used in the suburban areas," he said. 


BARTELS POINTED out that many il- 


legal drugs are trafficked through junior 
high and high schools and was critical of 
"a great number of school adminis- 
trators who like to ignore the drug prob- 
lem and the fact that there are drugs 
floating round their schools." 


Until several years ago narcotics were 


penetrating the suburbs from dealers 
working totally from the central city 
areas, Bartels said. But more recently 
dealers are making huge profits from the 
drug trade in the suburbs. 


Jerry N. Jenson, DEA regional direc- 


tor for the Chicago area, said the close- 
ness of O'Hare Airport and the network 
of highways connecting the Northwest 
suburbs affects the availability of drugs 
here. 


He said Chicago transportation facil- 


ities are used frequently to smuggle 
drugs in from other countries as well as 


to distribute them to other cities. 


DESPITE TIGHT security at customs 


in the airport "there's s,till no way, with- 
out a total search, that you're going to be 
able to intercept all the drugs being 
brought in," Jenson said. 


Airport smugglers are using "every 


conceivable means" to bring in drugs, he 
said, mentioning the case of one who at- 
tempted to smuggle cocaine stuffed in- 
side a hollow bowl. He said it would have 
gone through customs if not for an alert 
inspector. 


Airport smugglers also make use of 


people who have no criminal records to 
circumvent customs officials who carry 


lists of people who might attempt to 
smuggle drugs, Jenson said. 


BARTEL CITED statistics showing a 


drop over the last year in the average 
age of a first-time user, from a range in 
the early and mid-20s to as low as 14 
years old. 


In addition to peer group pressures 


that influence adolescents to use drugs, 
he said parental influence can also in- 
duce use by children. 


"Parents have to live a life that's not 


so hedonistically out for a bigger high," 
he said referring to the heavy use of al- 
cohol and prescription drugs by adults.

Elk Grove schools 
prepare answer 
for state critics

School Dist. 59. facing the possibility of 


losing several million dolla-s in state aid 
next year, is preparing a response to a 
state evaluator's report which says the 
district doesn't meet state educational 
requirements in several areas. 


The district's response to the eval- 


uation will be presented to the school 
board for approval at its meeting Mon- 
day night. 


The district was visited by a team of 


evaluators from the Office of the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction in 
January. The state evaluation is a regu- 
lar process that occurs every four years. 


For what is believed to be the first 


time, the district did not receive state 
recognition following the visit, but was 
notified its status was "pending until fur- 
ther review.'' 


If state recognition is- not received, the

26 when unseasonably warm weather 
caused a sudden melting of snow. 


HEMMETER SAID ANOTHER area 


regarded in the past as a trouble spot — 
the Hatlen Heights subdivision northeast 
of Lawrence Lane — reported no prob- 
lems as a result of Thursday's storm. He 
attributed the lack of flooding to the new 
storm sewer system in the subdivision. 


Other parts of the village also fared 


well, Hemmeter said. The Crumley re- 
tention basin on Busse Road, south of 
Central Road, and the Clearwater Park 
basin, at Busse and Golf roads, both had 
"just a couple of feet of water, in the 
bottom," he reported. 


Likewise, Weller Creek, which winds 


its way through southern and western 
portions of the village, "hasn't risen too 
high," Hemmeter said. "It's up about a 
third of the way." 


No flooding was reported along the Des 


Plaines River in eastern Mount Pros- 
pect, including the Woodview subdivi- 
sion, which was cited by the U.S. Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development 
as a "special flood-hazard area." 


The problem along Lawrence Lane, 


said Hemmeter, was that the storm sew- 
er "just wasn't taking the water away 
fast enough." He said the street flooding 
could have been avoided with completion 
of the retention basin being built there. 
The village's public works department 
began excavating for the basin two 
weeks ago, and Hemmeter said it should 
be ready in two to three weeks . . . 
weather permitting.

Fireman honored for off-duty rescue 


Bob Kooiker was on his way home 


from the Mount Prospect fireman's 
ball last week when a car whizzed 
by, practically sideswiping his ve- 
hicle. Moments later, as Kooiker and 
his wife watched in horror, the 
swerving car went off the road, 
struck a tree and ignited in flames. 


Kooiker, an off-duty fireman with 


paramedic training, pulled the three 
victims from the car and began ad- 
ministering aid while his wife ran to 
a nearby home to call for help. One 
of the victims, a 21-year-old from 
Des Plaines, died at the scene. The 
other two, also from Des Plaines, 
survived. 


For his efforts, Robert D. Kooiker 


(pronounced Quaker) will receive the 
mayor's award, the highest local

honor. He was recommended for the 
citation by Village Mgr. Robert J. 
Eppley, acting on the suggestion of 
Fire Chief Lawrence A. Pairitz and 
Lt. Raymond Kordecki, 


"Based on the reports that I have 


received from my officers on the 
scene, had Kooiker not immediately 
removed these individuals from the 
auto, all three may have perished," 
Pairitiz stated. One of the two survi- 
vors is still in intensive care in 
Northwest Community Hospital, with 
head and chest injuries, but passed 
from the critical list to the serious 
list Wednesday. The other was 
treated for minor injuries. 


The vicinity of the accident, the 


S-curve on Elmhurst Road near Lin- 
coln Street, 'has been the scene of nu- 
merous other accidents, and plans 
are being made to install a traffic 
signal. 


Kooiker, 36, of 1836 Locust Ln.,

Parents 
to blast new 
lunch plan

A decision to start a pilot lunch pro- 


gram in three Dist. 26 schools is expected 
to bring an angry group of residents to 
Tuesday nights's school board meeting to 
protect the action. 


A campaign designed to inform resi- 


dents of last week's school board deci- 
sion to start the pilot program has been 
under way for the past two days. Leaf- 
lets and a telephone network of neigh- 
bors calling neighbors to tell them about 
the program are being used in an effot to 
get residents to come to Tuesday's board 
meeting. 


The furor surrounds the board's deci- 


sion to start a pilot lunch program at 
Indian Grove. Euclid and Park View 
schools using frozen lunches purchased 
from Mass Feeding Corp. These lunches 
would replace district prepared kitchen 
lunches. 


Parents, lunch program personnel and 


school officials are upset with the deci- 
sions because no consultation with the 
district lunch staff or school principals 
was made before the action was taken. 


PARENTS ALSO SAY the current 


lunch program mets with their satisfac- 
tion and they see no reason to change it. 
The district Iunc5» staff is also concerned 
that it may not have the proper facilities 
to accommodate distribution of Masi 
Feeding Corp. lunches, which must be 
heated from a completely frozen state. 


Officials from Mass Feeding Corp. of 


Elk Grove Village told the board that 
present district kitchen facilities will be 
able to handle the program, which will 
be piloted at the three school starting 
Monday and continue to the end of the 
year. 


Mass Feeding officials 
visited 
the 


schools this week to confer with lunch 
program staffers and review equipment. 


The administration has said it will re- 


view the pilot program this summer and 
make a decision on whether to recom- 
mend a complete switchover to the Mass 
Feeding lunch program in the fall. 


THE 
PILOT PROGRAM will 
not 


change the cost of lunches, which will re- 
main 40 cents for students. Unlike the 
district prepared lunches, however, the 
lunches from Mass Feeding do not in- 
clude fresh fruit, salad or a baked des- 
sert. 


Dist. 26 provides lunches to seven 


schools including St. Emily's School. 
Lunches are prepared in the main kitch- 
en at River Trails Junior High and are

run in the early morning on each line.

Chicago man, 23, sentenced 
to 90 days for burglary 


A 26-year-old Chicago man was sen- 


tenced this week to 90 days in the Cook 
County House of Corrections in con- 
nection with the April 23 burglary at 
Muflch Buick in Mount Prospect. 


Mount Prospect police said a charge of 


burglary against Aaron Smith, of 434 E. 
49th St.. Chicago, was reduced to crimi- 
nal damage to property and Smith was 
found guilty of the lesser charge Wednes- 
day in the Mount Prospect branch of 
Cook County Circuit Court. 


Allegedly. Smith drove two men to the 


car dealership, at 801 E. Rand Rd., the 


night of the burglary. The two men alle- 
gedly then stole two cars. Police said 
they found several automobile keys, a set 
of license plates and burglary tools in 
Smith's car when he was arrested the 
night of the burglary just after police 
saw him leave the Mufich property. 


A second man, charged with possession 


of a stolen automobile in the same case, 
had his case continued until Wednesday. 
He is Raymond T. Rowe, 34, of 5216 S. 
Drexel Blvd., Chicago, At the time of 
Rowe's arrest, police recovered one of 
the stolen cars. 
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DISTRICT SUPT. James Erviti, said 


the district is making every effort to ei- 
ther answer the alleged deficiencies with 
proof that the district is meeting state 
standards or by complying with sugges- 
tions set forth in the evaluation. 


Erviti added that he was sure that 


Dist. 59 would receive state recognition, 
and didn't think there was much possi- 
bility of the state withholding state aid 
funds. 


"It would be embarrassing to them to 


withhold aid to a district as fine as Dist. 
59," said the superintendent. 


A spokesman for State Supt. of Public 


Instruction, Michael J. Bakalis, con- 
curred with Erviti's observation, adding 
that while it is possible for a school dis- 
trict to forfeit state aid if it doesn't meet 
the state standards, such action is "dras- 
tic" and rarely happens. 


"DEFICIENCIES" CITED in the state 


evaluation report include: 


• "Concern about the weakness, al- 


most absence, of a health program." 


• No visible career education pro- 


gram. 


• The failure of learning center direc- 


tors to meet qualification requirements 
for personnel. 


• An art program that is "not properly 


coordinated or adequately supervised." 


• Safety and fire violations in industri- 


al arts areas. 


• Lack of a consumer education pro- 


gram. 


• Some teachers are not teaching the 


Illinois Constitution in junior high school. 


In the response to the state which will 


be submitted for board approval Mon- 
day. Erviti contends that the visiting 
team did not observe obvious evidence of 
successful art teaching -in K-5 schools by 
classroom teachers and also paid little 


attention to the work of Forman On- 
derdanck, an art consultant who coordi- 
nates the Dist. 59 art program. 


ERVITI CONCEDED in the report to 


the board that there would be more as- 
sistance if the state's recommendation 
were followed and the board were to add 
one or two art specialists to the district. 
Erviti cited the higher costs of adding 
personnel but gave the board the option 
of either responding that the art con- 
sultant is developing a guide for district 
art teachers or adding personnel. 


In answer to the State's contention that 


the district has not met qualification re- 
quirements for personnel, specifically in 
the area of Learning Center Directors, 
Erviti said the state's comments are 
based on a job description prepared for 
the group Dist. 59 calls "Learning Center 
Directors." 


According to the report, the title "di- 


rector" requires advanced and special- 
ized training ... a concept which does 
not fit the district's K-5 learning centers. 
Erviti again listed two alternatives for 
the board to follow: change the titles to 
Learning Center Teachers or add person- 
nel. 


IN ANSWER TO the state's concern 


about the weakness, and almost total ab- 
sence, of a health program, Erviti said 
"it is regrettable that the person who 
surveyed health teaching was a univer- 
sity teacher who believes health must be 
a separate subject in the curriculum and 
who spent so little time finding out how 
health is actually taught in our schools." 
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Suburb drug use less than Chicago—but plenty available

There are fewer hard drug users in the 


suburbs than in Chicago, but don't kid 
yourself that drugs such as LSD and 
PCP, a horse tranquilliser, are not avail- 
able in the suburbs, a drug enforcement 
administrator said Thursday. 


John R. Bartels, administrator of drug 


enforcement for the U.S. Department of 
Justice, said availability and traffic of 
illicit hard drugs in the suburbs is a 
widespread problem but remains some- 
what less than in urban areas. 


Bartels' comments came at a day-long 


seminar sponsored by the Drug Enforce- 
ment Administration (DEA) at 
the 


Palmer House in Chicago. The confer- 
ence was attended by law enforcement 
officials from throughout the Midwest, 


BARTELS SAID drug availability in 


Chicago's surrounding suburbs "comes 
and goes in spurts" and is not as con- 
stant as markets in major cities. 


"There are a lot of users in the sub- 


urbs but they're using different types of 
drugs," he said. "There are more heroin 
addicts in the city who use it seven days 
a week than there are in the suburbs." 


The illicit drugs used most by subur- 


ban youths include LSD; PCP, a horse 
tranquilizer that sells for about $500 an 
ounce; barbiturates; 
marijuana, now 


selling for about $100 to $150 a pound or 
50 cents a joint; and hashish. Bartels 
added that one of the biggest problem 
drugs in the suburbs is amphetamines — 
including clinically produced metharn- 
phetamines which would cost about $600 
an ounce on the street. 


"These are less addictive drugs that 


are used in the suburban areas," he said. 


BARTELS POINTED out that many il- 


legal drugs are trafficked through junior 
high and high schools and was critical of 
"a great number of school adminis- 
trators who like to ignore the drug prob- 
lem and the fact that there are drugs 
floating round their schools." 


Until several years ago narcotics were 


penetrating the suburbs from dealers 
working totally from the central city 
areas, Bartels said. But more recently 
dealers are making huge profits from the 
drug trade in the suburbs. 


Jerry N. Jenson, DEA regional direc- 


tor for the Chicago area, said the close- 
ness of O'Hare Airport and the network 
of highways connecting the Northwest 
suburbs affects the availability of drugs 
here. 


He said Chicago transportation facil- 


ities are used frequently to smuggle 
drugs in from other countries as well as 


to distribute them to other cities. 


DESPITE TIGHT security at customs 


in the airport "there's still no way, with- 
out a total search, that you're going to be 
able to intercept all the drugs being 
brought in," Jenson said. 


Airport smugglers are using "every 


conceivable means" to bring in drugs, he 
said, mentioning the case of one who at- 
tempted to smuggle cocaine stuffed in- 
side a hollow bowl. He said it would have 
gone through customs if not for an alert 
inspector. 


Airport smugglers also make use of 


people who have no criminal records to 
circumvent customs officials who carry 


lists of people who might attempt to 
smuggle drugs, Jenson said. 


BARTEL CITED statistics showing a 


drop over the last year in the average 
age of a first-time user, from a range in 
the early and mid-20s to as low as W 
years old. 


In addition to peer group pressures 


that influence adolescents to use drugs, 
he said parental influence can also in- 
duce use by children. 


"Parents have to live a life that's not 


so hedonistically out for a bigger high," 
he said referring to the heavy use of al- 
cohol and prescription drugs by adults.

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Land-dedication 
funds for culture 
center questioned

The use of land-dedication funds for 


the purchase of a cultural center site is 
"highly 
questionable," according 
to 


Rutherford Platt, former attorney for the 
Open Lands Project, Chicago, and now 
professor at the University of Massachu- 
setts, Amhurst. 


Platt, who was a featured speaker at 


the American Society of Planning Offi- 
cials in Chicago this week, said he had 
''never heard" of such funds being used 
in this manner, and the question would 
make "an interesting test case." 


The Open Land Project is a Chicago- 


based, privately funded group that stud- 
ies, among other issues, the environmen- 
tal impact or tirban and suburban growth 
and development. 


THE QUESTION was raised at the 


ASPO convention by Village Plan Comr. 
Madeline Schroeder. Platt gave his opin- 
ions Thursday when contacted at the 
University of Massachusetts by The Her- 
ald 


Village Atty. Jack Siegel could not be 


reached for comment on the questions 
raised by Mrs. Schroeder and Platt. 


Arlington Heights has used $142,950 of 


the land dedication fund to purchase lots 
near the Memorial Library. The site for 
the proposed cultural center was partial- 
ly purchased with $63,000 from the fund. 
The total price of the proposed center 
was $209.000. 


Two lots In the area, one on St. James 


Street and the other on Vail Avenue, 
were recently purchased with $79,950 
from the fund. The land will be used in 
conjunction with the center, although the 
exact purpose has yet to be assigned by 
the village. 


The land-dedication fund balance now 


stands at $31,278. 


t'NDER VILLAGE subdivision control 


ordinances, developers are required to 
donate land for " . . . a school site, park 
site or other public lands within the area 
of the proposed subdivision: and the ne- 
cessity of such (sites) ... is specifical- 
ly and uniquely attributable to the pro- 
posed subdivision.'' 


The ordinance also provides for money 


donated in lieu of the land. The donated 
money is to be used ". . . solely for the 


purchase of land for such . . . sites . . . 
or other public lands for which such pay- 
ment was required . . ." 


The lands donated are to be ". . . with- 


in, or in the vicinity of the proposed sub- 
division. ..'' according to the ordinance. 


Tiie issue of tlie use of the land dedica- 


tion lands came to the forefront two 
weeks ago when Kay Muller, park dis- 
trict vice president and plan commission- 
er, charged the village manager L. A. 
Hanson had purposely distorted figures 
showing how the money and land had 
been distributed between the village and 
the parks.

Arlington Heights voters should 


go to the polls Saturday and ap- 
prove a $16,6 million bond referen- 
dum for flood control. 


In doing so, the average home- 


owner 
will authorize municipal 


government to add more than $50 
to his property tax bill in 1975 and 
proportionately less each year for 
the next 20 years. 


We acknowledge that taxes in 


Arlington Heights are already high 
and the thought of additional taxes 
is not pleasant. But after studying 
this flood control plan and its 
promised results, we feel approval 
of the bond issue is necessary be- 
cause of the overriding need for 
flood control in the village. 


The flood-control plan for Arling- 


ton Heights seems well thought and 
thoroughly calculated to eliminate 
flooding throughout town. Two pro- 
fessional engineering firms were 
hired to study the problem and 
have come up with solutions they 
say will prevent serious flooding 
which plagues some neighborhoods 
every year. 


Whether this flood-control pro- 


gram is as effective as is being 
touted by village officials can only 
be determined after all the sewers 
and water retention ponds are in. 
We can only hope the village board 
and its engineers are right. 


Trustee Frank Palmatier, the 


chief supporter and chairman of a 


special committee working on the 
village's flood problem for almost 
two years, has assured us that all 
homeowners will get flood relief. 
Further, he says that if the proj- 
ects paid for by the referendum do 
not do the job, the village will solve 
the problem without further tax- 
ation. 


We will hold him and the village 


board accountable for that promise 
because without such assurance no 
homeowner is willing to pay the 
price. Without such accountability 
by the people we have elected to 
spend our money, this referendum 
is as useless as piecemeal sewer 
projects which always seem behind 
the next year's heavy rains. 


Morning 
storm brings 
some flooding 


Scattered reports of flooding followed 


yesterday morning's storm that dumped 
a total of 1.14 inches of rain on Arlington 
Heights. 


Street flooding, basement flooding in 


some houses and sewer backups were the 
principal problems, according to Bill 
Reinhard, assistant public works direc- 
tor. 


A major trouble area was north 


Douglas Street near Oakton, he said. 


A momentary power failure touched 


off police and fire alarms in the central 
business district shortly before 9 a.m. 
yesterday. 


A SPOKESMAN FOR Commonwealth 


Edison Co. said there was electrical 
trouble at Oakton and Walnut streets 
about 7:35 a.m. A Hintz Road power line 
was downed by the storm near Buffalo 
Grove. 


The new Salt Creek pumping station 


apparently averted serious flooding in 
the Surrey 
Ridge West subdivision, 


which, in the past, has been one of the 
village's worst flooding areas. 


Water rose to about nine inches in the 


large Wilke-Kirchoff retention reservoir, 
causing the automatic shutoff of pumps 
at that basin. The pumps were turned off 
so that the water is held back from the 
area's storm sewer. 


"We got a lot of flooding complaints 


because everybody panicked when they 
saw the water filling up in the streets. 
Most of the basement flooding was be- 
cause of sump pump failures," Reinhard 
said. 


OF THE TOTAL 1.14 inches of rain 


measured at the village's public works 
garage, six-tenths of an inch fell in 20 
minutes around 7:30 a.m, when the 
storm was at its peak. 


"When you get six-tenths of an inch in 


20 minutes, I tell the people it takes 
three times that long to get the water 
drained from the street," Reinbard said. 


The heavy rainfall came just two days 


before a referendum on a proposed $16.6 
million villagewide flood-control pro- 
gram.

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Schools preparing 
reply to state's 
critical survey

School Dist 59, facing the possibility of 


losing several million dollars in state aid 
next year, is preparing a response to a 
state evaluator's report which says the 
district doesn't meet state educational 
requirements in several areas. 


The district's response to the eval- 


uation will be presented to the school 
board for approval at its meeting Mon- 
day night. 


The district was visited by a team of 


evaluates from the Office of the State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction in 
January, The state evaluation is a regu- 
lar process that occurs every four years. 


For what is believed to be the first 


time, the district did not receive state 
recognition following the visit, but was 
notified its status was "pending until fur- 
ther review.'1 


If state recognition is not received, the 


state could technically withhold state aid 
to the district until the district proves it 
is satisfying state standards, 


DISTRICT SUPT. James Erviti, said 


the district is making every effort to ei- 
ther answer the alleged deficiencies with 
proof that the district is meeting state 
standards or by complying with sugges- 
tions set forth in the evaluation. 


Erviti added that he was sure that 


Dist. 99 would receive state recognition, 
and didn't think there was much possi- 
bility of the state withholding state aid 
funds. 


"It would be embarrassing to them to 


withhold aid to a district as fine as Dist! 
59." said the superintendent. 


A spokesman for State Supt. of Public 


Instruction, Michael J. Bakalis, con- 
curred with Erviti's observation, adding 
that while it is possible for a school dis- 
trict to forfeit state aid if it doesn't meet 
the state standards, such action is "dras- 
tic" and rarely happens.

pay 10 cents to get on a waiting list and I 
had to agree with her," Dempsey said. 


The executive librarian said that pa- 


trons are notified by telephone when a 
reserved book is in, In order to keep the 
waiting list manageable, a six-book limit 
will be imposed to any one patron at any 
one time.

In the response to the state which will 


be submitted for board approval Mon- 
day. Erviti contends that the visiting 
team did not observe obvious evidence of 
successful art teaching in K-5 schools by 
classroom teachers and also paid little 
attention to the work of Forman On- 
derdanck, an art consultant who coordi- 
nates the Dist. 59 art program. 


ERVITI CONCEDED in the report to 


the board that there would be more as- 
sistance if the state's recommendation 
were followed and the board were to add 
one or two art specialists to the district. 
Erviti cited the higher costs of adding 
personnel but gave the board the option 
of either responding that the art con- 
sultant is developing a guide for district 
art teachers or adding personnel. 


In answer to the State's contention that 


the district has not met qualification re- 
quirements for personnel, specifically in 
the area of Learning Center Directors, 
Erviti said the state's comments are 
based on a job description prepared for 
the group Dist. 59 calls "Learning Center 
Directors." 


According to the report, the title "di- 


rector" requires advanced and special- 
ized training . . . a concept which does 
not fit the district's K-5 learning centers. 
Erviti again listed two alternatives for 
the board to follow: change the titles to 
Learning Center Teachers or add person- 
nel. 


IN ANSWER TO the state's concern 


about the weakness, and almost total ab- 
sence, of a health program, Erviti said 
"it is regrettable that the person who 
surveyed health teaching was a univer- 
sity teacher who believes health must be 
a separate subject in the curriculum and 
who spent so little time finding out how 
health is actually taught in our schools " 


The report continues, "We believe our 


teachers do include health instruction as 
an integral part of their teaching in sci- 
ence, physical education, social studies . 


The report rejects the idea of separate 


health courses in the elementary schools. 
However, it states record keeping will be 
improved so there will be evidence that 
health is being taught. 


IN ANSWERING the statement that 


there is no visible career education pro- 
gram, the report states "What the ob- 
server might better of said is that we did 
not have a sheet of paper to put in his 
hand to make his observation simple. In 
order to meet the criticism, the district 
plans to trace its career education pro- 
gram on paper. 


Erviti said he was "startled" to learn 


some teachers at Lively and Dempster 
Junior High Schools had abandoned 
teaching the Illinois State Constitution 
and that the course would be taught to 
all junior high students from now on. 


Replying to the State's concern for 


safety violations, the district's response 
says that the problems, which were pri- 
marily at Dempster Junior High School, 
have been corrected. 


Erviti said he was sure Dist. 59 would 


receive state recognition following sub- 
mission of the response to the state. It's 
not known whether a state evaluator will 
make a return visit to the district or not.

alleged discrepancies between his and 
Mrs. Midler's figures.
